One disaster treads upon another's heels, 
so fast they follow. At the little vilhigc 
of New Leiscuring, Pa., yesterdoy, a fire¬ 
damp explosion occurred in a coal mine 
1.200 feet under ground and nineteen men 
were instantly killed. Only one man es¬ 
caped to recite his awful experience. 
Most of the men died of suffocation. 

Fortunately the storm caused but small 
loss of life in or about this city. Serious 
damage was done to property throughout 
the submerged district, and many bumble 
homes were swept away. A number of 
buildings have been sapped by the floods 
and shattered by the winds until they are 
mere wrecks, and may crumble to pieces 
at any time. As soon as the waters sub¬ 
side the City Engineer will examine these 
houses, and wherever necessary they will 
be condemned and torn down. 

The CocRrER-J ournal's full line cf 
specials from all over the South give par¬ 
ticulars of Tuesday’s dreadful cyclone. It 
was especially severe in Georgia and Ala¬ 
bama, and besides the great destruction of 
property many lives were lost. 

Under the present condition of affairs 
the Legislature is likely to adjourn sine die 
on the 28tb- It will take sixty-seven votes 
in the House to secure an extra session, 
and there is not now. nor has there been in 
the past tw'o weeks, two-thirds of the 
members present. Had it came to a vote 
yesterday seven members could have de¬ 
feated an extension, and our correspondent 
states that there were more thau a dozen 
members present who would have voted 
for the heatiion to close upon the 28th. 


The Infamous history of the Anchorage 
Asylum is continued in to-day's Courier- 
Journal. The diversity of its system of 
brutality was hardly equaled at Tewka 
bury. Every day appears to have devel 
oped new methods ot cruelty. Heartless 
and barbarous restraints were used In every 
ward, and the ignorant attendants seem to 
have vied with each other in introducing 
original abuses and persecutions.

the Explosion of Fire-damp 
in a Goal Mine at New 
Leisenring:, Pa. 


The Bodies All Recovered Within a 
Few Hours* After the Happen¬ 
ing of the Disaster. 


Majority of the Bcdiea Unrnamd, 
Death B :ng the Result uf 
Suffocation* 


The Scenes of Sorrow at the Mines 
Vividly Portrayed-A Full List 
of the Victims. 


DICK BALSLEY8 MAKVELOCB ESCAPE. 


Out of Place Aa a Mmiatrr. 

ISoeciat to the Courts Journal. 1 
Marietta, Oa., Feb. 20.—At the recent 
meeting of the African Methodist Church 
held here, a certain reverend brother »u 
under some disriplme for some cause or other, 
the truth of which has just couio out. The 
reverend gentleman was oue of t>:e most elo 
quent African preacher* in the State, popu¬ 
lar with hi* congregation wueruver he 
went, and especially with the female portion 
of it. Uufortuuaieiy for him, he bxul mar¬ 
ried in oarly life, before hi* greatness had 
dawned upon him, and the wife who had 
ministered to his wants when he was but a 
laborer did not meet the requirement* of a 
popular preacher a spouse. His pastoral 
visits, which were frequcul and stmioUniee 
long-continued, brought him within the 
charmed circle of Ethiopian beauty, to 
which he fell a ready victim, while his ne¬ 
glected wife at home poured her troubles into 
tne ears of her neighbors. Soon the matter 
reached the ear* of several brethi en in the 
circuit, who remonstrated with the diTineon 
hi- neglect of his lawful wife. Inch by inch 
the siren* led the preacher away, until he 
»peut all his money upon others, ami left his 
wife dependant upon the woshiub. When 
the names were being called in order to have 
their ci.aracter* passed, a sage brother sug¬ 
gested that the offending preacher be cited 
before a committee to answer to‘’certain 
matters." In this secret tribunal ho was 
tuet with the charge of having failed to sup¬ 
port his wife In a manner creditable to the 
ministry. The committee laid down the ul¬ 
timatum that, in order to have his name 
parsed, he would have to make provision 
lor the support of but wife. At least it was 
arranged that one-half of his xaiary should 
be placed in the hands of the Chairman of 
toe Committee, which should be by him 
paid o\cr to the wife, after which the rever¬ 
end gentleman might disport himself among 
the lambs in a Christian manner. The entire 
arrangement was agreed to. and now regu¬ 
larly the preacher's salary is equally di¬ 
vided, and peace reigu* in the abode of the 
pastor. 

A Variety Buoai. 

\Svecial to the Conner-Journal.] 
FRANKroRT, Ky., Feb. 20.—Frankfort Is 
u a whirlpool of society entertainments. 
To-night there will be a “tea," at the resi¬ 
dence of Mr. E. L. .Samuels, for tbc benefit 
of the Presbyterian church. To-morrow 
night the Assembly Bull Club will give an¬ 
other grand hop. Friday uight there will 
be a musical entertainment and senes of 
tnblt aux at the Opera-bouse for the benefit 
of the EpUi-opai church, nnd Saturday 
night, at the Opera-house, Me Wad* in “Rip 
Van Winkle " 


Uniontowx, Pa., Feb, 20.—The little 
mining village of West lofisenring. fmtr 
miles north of here, was this morning the 
scone of the most terrific explosion ever 
known in this vicinity. The Connellsville 
Coal and Iron Company, of which 
Judge Leisenring, of Mauch Chuuk, 
is President, have two hundred coke 
ovens here, which hav# boon in operation 
about a year. Tho works give employment 
to about 100 men, and quite a little town 
has sprung up. named after tho President of 
the company. The coal is obtained by 
means of a shaft, which reaches the mine a 
distance of 400 feet from the surface. This 
morning part of the force who had worked 
ail night left the mines a little after 
8 o’clock and TOothers took tbeir place*, 
making the usual morning shift. About 
6:30 o'clock, while the men were digging, 
suddenly and without warning there oc¬ 
curred an explosion that convulsed the mine 
in every apartment and threw the men into 
the utmost consternation. 

THE SCENE Or THE EXPLOSION 
was in one of the apartment* fully 800 feet 
dUtant from the boltum of the shaft, and 
therefore about 1,200 feet from the surface 
opening, yet the report was heard un the 
outside for a considerable distance 
and caused such a jar that the 
top of a derrick, 100 feet high, 
was knocked off. Two mules wore 

standing at the bottom of the shaft, 800 feet 
from the explosion, aud the rush of air 
blew one of them through a wooden cage, 
shattering it to piece*. The other mule died 
of suffocation. 

The awful scene that ensued among the 
terror-stricken miners can not be deecribed. 
All tbeir lamps w»ro blown out, and they 
were left in darkness and confusion. They 
bad not titue to recover from the shock until 
they found themselves unable to breathe. 
The explosion was 

CAUSED BY FIRE-DAMP. 

A lantern which the miners apply to light 
the carbonated hydrogen or coal gas that 
issues from the crevices in the roof of the 
mines left the mine filled with after-damp, 
which contains no oxygou and renders it im¬ 
possible for life to be »u*tained for any length 
of time. This after-damp is densest in the 
upper part of tho mine and bonce the men 
hovered near the bottom, but even here they 
did not long find relief. 

Of all the men who were in the head 
ing when the explosion occurred, Dick 
Balsloy alone escuped to tell the 
awful story. When the explosion came 
a id all the lights were blown out 
Balsley was just changing bis clothes. He 
at once wound a part of bis clothe* tightly 
around his face aud mouth, to keep the foul 
air from choking him, and gave the rest of 
bu garments to a companion. with instruc 
tious to take the same precautions. He then 
STARTED FOR THE MAIN ENTRANCE, 
bidding his companion to follow. They ran 
over the bodies of the men and over the 
shattered wagons. They could see nothing, 
but could hear the groans of the dying 
men. Presently Balsley’s companion 
protested that they were not going 
in the right direction and turned back. Like 
Lot’s wife, he perished. Balsley pushed on 
until finally he saw light and was takcu 
out. Hit escai* is regarded by experienced 
miners as ono of the most marvelous on 
record. He says that -ome men kept tbeir 
bead- under water as long as they could, and 
would have to change from the water to 
after-damp, until tinnlly tboy gave up the 
unequal struggle. When 

THE NEWS OF THE EXPLOSION 
flashed around the families of the victims 
gathered about the shaft, and were crazy 
with suspein»e. 

Balsley’s story gave them little ground to 
hope that nuv could be got out alive. So 
dangerous was the after-damp that it was 
fully two hours before any volunteers coaid 
enter the mines. Many were on hand ready 
to make the search, but were unable to do so 
until all hope of rescuing the unfortunates 
alive bad fled. It was about 8 o'clock when 
the first body was brought out. It was that 
of Michael Kapkeo, a Hungarian, whose 
wife and tfvo children were waiting and 
weeping at the shaft. The face boro no 
marks of violence, and h* had evidently 
DIED OF SUFFOCATION. 

The work of recovering the bodies now 
went on rapidly by' willing bands, and nine¬ 
teen bodies have been carried out. The com 
pany’* books were then examined, the roll 
called, and it was announced that all the 
men were accounted for. The work pro¬ 
ceeded quietly and orderly amid the sobs 
and subdued weeping of the stricken fami 
lies. The bodies were taken to their homes 
near by and laid out. Coroner Ration, of 
this place, with many citizens, went from 
here, and tho inquest began at 3:30. No 
testimony was taken except that which iden 
titled the “dead" list. 

THE DEAD ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

Michael Heffern, an Irishman, 32years, 
burned on the face. He leaves a wife and 

six children. 

John Buckley, and iruhmau, 30 years, 
nn married, no visible injury. 

Patrick Kennedy, on Irishman, SO years, 


burned about the face, unmarried and the 
only child of a widow. 

James Tract, an Irishman, aged 45. 
badly burned* in tho face and body; single. 

Jam*8 Biker, an Irishman, 34 years, ter¬ 
ribly burned about the face. Leaves a wife 
and two children.

Livingston, Kt.. Feb. 20.—While Mr. 
Brawn, clerk in Hunse & Wilsou's store, 
was al ten la*t night, the store door was 
broken open with an ax and theca«b-drawer, 
containing about $1,200 in money and val¬ 
uables, was taken out. The contents con¬ 
sisted of $35 in coin, $10 in paper money, 
$120 ip merchandise checks, and the balance 
in bank-checks, notes nnd due bills. Tho 
robbers were tracked to the woods, about 
200 yards north of the «tore, where they had 
left the cash-drawer witu everythin:; taken 
out of it except one $20 gold piece and one 
dime, which they seemed to have overlooked 
in some way.

No Loss of Life Fy the Storm of Tuesday 
Night, and No Property of Great 
Value Deairoyed. 


Reportorial Observations in the Inun¬ 
dated Localities of Louisville, 4ef* 
fersonville and New Albany. 


THE NEWS FROM ALL DIRECTIONS. 


The weather yesterday for tbe most part 
was clear aud cold, it was an agreeaule 
change from that of tbe evening beiore, 
though the sharp *.vjnd made ruddy faces 
and tiugling ear* and noses. The maximum 
thermometer was 42.6', the minimum 22* ( 
and the mean 33.4*. The barometer fell 
hteadily, though slowly, all day. The wind 
came from the west, with a maximum of 28 
miles an hour. 

Tbe river wo* falling all day. At «:25 
o'clock in the morning the gauge on tbe 
canal bhowrd 41 feet and 11 inches; at W:30, 
41 feet 7 inches; at 1:30 p. m., 41 feet 3 
inebse; at 6, 41 feet, and at 9:80, 40 feet 7 
inches. 

THE POINT NEIGHBORHOOD. 

M hen the sun lit up the Point yesterday 
morning many eves glanced nervously out 
over the waters to see the destruction that 
hud been wrought by the storm of the night 
before. Some had braved the breakets after 
the slight lull that came at mtdnght and res¬ 
cued those who had been imprisoued through 
the long hours of the storm, and nfter day¬ 
light boatmen visited inhabited residences to 
learn the extent of the nigbt's disasters. The 
destruction that bad been wrourbt by the 
hii*li water had been greatly augmented by 
the wind, but close search and wide inquiry 
fulled to verify the rumors of the night he- 
fore concerning the loss of life. The fiat 
containing the woman and boy seen in the 
storm, had landed its cargo safely on shore 
op near tbe Cut uff, and the only other nar¬ 
row e*?ape was that of Willie Stiller, who 
sought refuge between a tree and a bonno, 
where be betaine wedged fast. His shouts 
attracted attention and be was brought out 
after midnight almost frozen. Tao»e who 
passed through tbe storm say that its fury 
surpassed everything tney had ever imag¬ 
ined. Waves six reel high dashed against 
the house*, jarring tuern to their foundations 
and witn the wind made so much noise that 
the inmate* could not bear each outer's 
voices. 

In company with Dr. Cleveland, pnaior ot 
Anbury cbapcl, on Ohio and Wayne street*, 
a CoURILH-Jouknai. reporter wa* conduct¬ 
ed ov-er tbe storm oi'd Huoa-rniilen locality 
bv Mr. Harvey Bes*, yesterday, and shown 
th.' most iiiteresuiig feature* of tbe situa¬ 
tion. At Mr. Bess’ residence, the scene of 
the brave exploits of Capt. Devau and his 
crew m saving Lbe women and children from 
•he boat-bouses, was full of interest. Mr. 
Bess stated that nothing he hod ever wit¬ 
nessed in a twenty-five years’ acquaintance 
with tbe river equaled the thrilling display 
of nerve by the Ufo savers. The boat¬ 
house* were but a short distance away, but 
it was a herculean task to manage the life¬ 
boat after it was freighted with the tear- 
stricken women and children. After a hard 
tussle it wa$ pulled alongside of tho house 
and its load of helplessness cferriod up a lad¬ 
der through a second story window, where 
Mrs. Be»s shared with them the protection 
of her crowded rooms. Yesterday morning 
they returned to their boat-houses. Duriug 
the storm there were several minutes' dura¬ 
tion in w hich itseemod that tbe house would 
crumble before the blast, and, to add to tbe 
horror of tbe situation, an invalid daughter 
who was almost paralyzed with fear had to 
be taken care of. 

Tbe families occupying houses wore so 
widely keparated that they could not com¬ 
municate with each other or render assist¬ 
ance to those in distress, and in every inhab¬ 
ited residence the same terrifying ordeal was 
passed through. In every direction tbe 
wreck and desolation caused by the storm 
was easily distinguished from the damage 
previously inflicted by tho flood, and all 
that prevented complete destruction was the 
diminished depth of the water, which per¬ 
mitted the houses to rest on the ground. 
Had they been buoyed up as they were a 
few days ago they would have been driven 
together and crushed to pieces. As it was, 
many that had stood the fury of tbe flood 
were driven from their foundations aud 
thrown across their former positions by the 
waves; doors w*«re toru off, chimneys blown 
dow n, and rools carried away and strewn 
on the waters. Some houses that caught the 
waves squarely had the gables crushed in, 
and where Kitchen additions had been made 
they were all swept away. Hall & Eddy’s 
large ice-house, on Fulton and Adams street, 
wus beaten to pieces and piled in a bugs 
heap w here it stood. 

Tbe lumber interest* suffered severely, 
but tbe destruction was not as great as bad 
been looked for. On Campbell and .Shelby 
streets the cyclone's work was very evi¬ 
dent. The boat-yard mill at the foot of 
Bbeiby street, which was being converted 
into a plaining mill by Hampton & Dudley, 
caught tbe full force of the wind aud loet a 
part ot the roof and one side. The cool 
fleets were swept with all the fury of tbe 
tornado, but their anchors held them. Capt. 
Joe Hatch, whose family Is in the Fulton- 
street school-house, stayed w ith his float all 
night, and came near being washed over- 
board several times, nnd John Carnes, who 
lives in the famous clock boat, performed a 
noble act. Au old man, named "Pipe-shop 
Joe," and is night watchman of Long's pipe 
fouudery, was goiug to bis post of duty in a 
tikiff when thu storm came up and was 
driven out into the nver. He could not man¬ 
age bis boat and called for help. Carnet 
I card him aud went out aud brought him in, 
and on re-entering the clock-boit found it 
bad been driven against the float with; such 
force os to tear a hole in tbe null. He took 
his family out into the float, but soon saw 
they could not remain there and was com¬ 
pelled to try to reach the shore with them. 
He could not risk a passage among the 
houses and had to make a circuit around by 
Jackson htreel, and after a conflict of half 
an hour with tho storm, during which his 
skill came near foundering, ho reached tbe 
shore in safety. The locality known as 
“Happy Hollow" is about wiped out, nearly 
every bouse having been wa*hod away by 
the flood or torn to piece* by tbe storm. 
The old llonley house, which has withstood 
fire and flood for years, was proof against 
Ute storm, is on exception and slid mob

unhurt. Below Preston the storm was more 
furious than at any other point oo the riser. 
A two-story frame* house 6f six rooms, be¬ 
longing to Fred. Stone, which stood Arm 
during the high water, was torn asunder. 
The ends uud sides were torn out in sections, 
and the partitions and floor and roof were 
torn a; art. and the muss driven ashore on 
Preston street, where they were piled up as 
If the work was done intentionally. Mr. 
fcitono has rendered faithful service to bis 
neighbors since tbo flood, and has saved two 
cottages that were getting out into the river. 
H thought his owu bouse would stand the 
racket, but when be looked at the pile of 
rubbish into which his home had been con¬ 
verted, hi* spirit was crushed. 

Capt. Hilly Devan’s houfp on Fulton, be¬ 
low Preston, is tryiog hard to bold its shape, 
but is twisted badly aud will fall to pieces 
when the water leaves it. Mrs. Welsh's and 
loe Younger’s houses which were ail right 
before the storm, could not bo found, and 
have probably gone down the river 

Officer Kocbeni atb is the champion marine 
policeman of the Mood. He has spent almost 
all of bis time on the water while on duty 
ever since the flood began, lie went on duty 
Tuesday night wbilo the storm was raging 
and in response to anxious inquiries for rela¬ 
tives he put out from the A da ms street har¬ 
bor aud made a complete tour of the Point 
from the Cut-off to Preston-street in search 
of storm-tossed wanderers. He is not only 
a mariner, but a worker, and has rendered 
valuable aid in saving property and assisting 
the helpless. 

House washing was carried on vigorously 
wherever a floor appeared above water. A 
great deal of labor is saved by washing out 
tUfore the water goes down as it will then 
have to be carried up into the bouses. The 
mud is found to be about half an inch thick 
for every foot of water that stood on the 
floors. 

The loss to the coal fleets around the falls 
night before last was comparatively small, 
considering the frightful severity of the cy¬ 
clone which struck us. The towboat John 
A. Wood, lying in the big eddy on the falls, 
lost three coaibouts, containing 72,000 bush¬ 
els of coal; loss about $7,500; no insurance. 
8he was hitched up to her tow preparatory 
to leaving for the South in a day or two. At 
Cook & Huffman's lauding, one barge of 
coal, belonging to Keeling, was sunk, and 
many barges "took water," but no other 
loss woe sustained. At Duffy’s landing none 
were lost, but he had great difficulty in sav¬ 
ing his fleet from suffering from lossee. 
Quite a number of barges took water by 
leaking, but he had them m good shape yes¬ 
terday. 

The W. W. O’Neil, lying on the falls be¬ 
low the Iron Age and tow, and below tbo 
bridge, had threo empty barges to All with 
water, but she will pump them out and save 
them. Tbit was about all the damage done 
to coalboals and barges iu our harbor. 

THE CITT FRONT. 

The effect of the storm of Tuesday night 
was platuly visible all along tbo city’s front 
yesterday. The shore was strewn with drift 
wood and all manner of rubbish, which had 
been washed in by the waves, and many 
houses presented a dilapidated appearance. 
A number of them were minus their 
roof*, aud the walls were twisted 
in every conceivable manner. They seem 
to hang together with wonderful tenacity, 
end none have fallen down except those 
which were washed bodi>y away. Nearly 
all the buildings have been pronounced un¬ 
safe, and City Kngiueer 8cowd©n will sur¬ 
vey them all as soon as the waters 
f»n. All those which he tuinlcs are 
unsafe will be condemned aud torn 
down. This will in all probability 
take in nearly every bouse on Fifth, Fourth 
and Water streets, and the riddance will be a 
good one, as they arc a disgrace to that por¬ 
tion of the city. Although very poor peo¬ 
ple occupy them, they are owned by parties 
who can well afford to have them destroyed 
and build new one* ill their (dares. 

The scene on Fifth street almost 
battles description TLe greater por¬ 
tion of the houses which wore blown 
down in the storm, are piled Up in the water 
In the center of the pas--way. an l places of 
too wratbet-boarding, doors aud furniture 
nre scattered about. The roof off of Mrs. 
Gib©ou's kitchen was found lying acruv» the 
pavtment fully five yards from the water’s 
edge, whore it had Ueu washed by the waves. 

AT PORTLAND 

not as much damage was done as might have 
t*eon *uppo*>od from the exposed condition of 
tue houses. One very singular accident oc¬ 
curred. At«iut lUoVlock the walls of tiie 
wnrehotift* of the old Bellatr distillery, at 
Thirty-fifth and Front street*, were wafted 
away. Nearly 30o t»arreis of whisky 
were stoied in the up|*r story, and 
it wa» all thrown into the flood 
aud drifted down the rlrer. As soon 
as possible hair a dozen sniffs were scut in 
inirsuit, and au exciting chase ensued. Tue 
bunvD Moated lightly on the surface of the 
water, and lauded in every conceivable 
pince. The boat* gained rapidly, however, 
and whenever one of th<* packages was 
reached, the boatmen would cnose it around 
m the current until it could lie fasteued to 
the boat, when they rowed triumphantly to 
the Ibwre. In this way about, 200 of the 
casks we *© saved and* landed at various 
points (or about half a mile, where they re¬ 
mained until yesterday, when they wore 
huuled back to the warehouse. 

Mr Kenucdy, who lived on Missouri ave¬ 
nue. lost his houro. a large two-«tory frame. 
It had been partially undermiued by the 
water, end when the wind struck it the 
building was turned completely over, falling 
on a shed adjoining and crushing it. 

Roofs weie torn off of a number of houses 
remaining on Front street, and any number 
of stables were washed away. 

A great many of the jieople moved out of 
their homes during the storm, but no acci¬ 
dents occurred. The damage done to the 
bouses was comparatively trivial, and a 
great nanny persons expressed surprise that 
any of the buildiugt on Front street and 
Missouri a von ue remained standing. 

Nearly all those w ho were driven out found 

? |uarters in the Market Hail and the tobacco 
ai tory at Thirty-second street and High 
avenue, where they were made as comforta¬ 
ble as the circumstances would permit.

ly all the light houses have been washed 
away already, the waves fouud but few 
victims. 

Two cottages belonging to Mrs. Btshop 
»nd a two-story frame adjoining them were 
blown down and carried away. All the 
bouses in Happy Hollow which were over¬ 
turned were washed away, and the valley is 
now nearly devoid of residences. Beyond 
this, however, no great loss was sustained 
The water has nearly recoded from the 
road and the Twenty-sixth street bridge is 
out of water, but travel across it is very 
Limited.

It stated that the levee was in great 
danger of t»eing broken, and that $2,000 was 
needed. As the money nluced In the Gen¬ 
et al’s hands was designed for duttribuiion 
among the towns on the Ohio and its tribu¬ 
taries, he did not feel warranted in sending 
the money asked for. as Columbus is on the 
Miari-eippi river. He accordingly telegraphed 
to Secretary Lincoln to know wlwi be should 
do, but as yet has received no reply. 

An appeal was sent in from Orvll Station, 
in this county, for 3,000 ration*. Gen. Sax¬ 
ton will semi the needed amount out to that 
place thD morning on the C M O. aud 8. W. 
railroad. 

The steamer Onceola has been chartered by 
the Government, and will be sent out this 
afternoon. It is not decided yet w h trier the 
tioat will go up or down tbe river. 8ev« nty 
thousand rations will be put on board and 
distributed where most needed. 

It is probable that the kteamer Mattie 
Hays will be chartered for another trip os 
soon as she returns. 

‘HIE RATION DEPOT. 

The number fed yesterday at the central 
relief station, on Jefferson street, was nearly 
1,000, and they were given rations for two 
days. A large number of them have been 
supplied with weekly tickets, and* a good 
deal of trouble will be avoided in this way. 

Several donations were received yester¬ 
day. including a wagon-load of provisions 
from the pupils of the Fourth-ward School, 
and a quantity of bread from Hoofer. 

TnE STATE'S CONTRIBUTION. 

The Hoard of Commissioner* for the distri¬ 
bution of the State fund for the relief of the 
Mood sufferers, will meet here tc-dar. The 
body is composed of Jaa. A. McKenzie. Sec¬ 
retary of State; John B. Castlem »n, Adju¬ 
tant General, nnd John F. Davis, Couirms- 
sionar of Agriculture. The appropriation 
w ill be distributed to towns according to their 
needs. The Commission will probably re¬ 
serve the larger portion of the money for the 
use of sufferer* after tho flood recede*, a* the 
experience of last year ba* taught that tho 
distress will be greater then than uow.

THE RAD EFFECT* OF THE TUESDAT NIGHT 
STORK. 

Tbe river continue* to fall nlowly, tbe de¬ 
cline in three days being five .t fix feet. 
Fortunately until Tuesday night wo had no 
wind, or much property, when the river «ai 
at iu highest, would have beeu destroyed. 
The wild waves of Tuexiay night did much 
damage on tbe exposed river front. The 
front wall of the Gia^s-works’ window-house 
was blown dow*n and one or two of the fur¬ 
naces of the window-houses caved in. The 
steamer Sand Digger, belonging to the 
works, kept steam upalf night, and with dif¬ 
ficulty was kept afloat. The GIoas- works 
coal-float was sunk. Mr. N. T. DePauw 
and George Penn were on the barge* and 
boat all night directing the work of saving 
property. At the Steam Forge-works the 
blacksmith-shop was struck by the angry 
wave* aud the front caved iu. 
The cool dock of Don Blauch- 
ard was sunk at Bank street and bis 
large *tnfcl« which had drifted down to Third 
street wa* comploteJy wrecked. The door* 
of the Riverside Hotel, on State street, below 
the Air-line depot, were burst in. The south 
wall of the J., M. and 1. depot wan blown 
down, but tbe remainder of the old wreck 
still stands In Floyd-street bottoms several 
small houses w*re upset, but Force A: Co.’s 
liickort mil! niibniond the storm well. 
Their kwes will l»e about $5,000. 

The river bottom people suffered heavily 


by the storm. Mr. Lane’s house wa» badly 
wrecked, and tho bums of Domic Winn, 
John YYaltoiu. Mr*. Wattam aud Dick Astin 
were completely wrecked. 

The doors of tne American fnundery were 
buret in by the wave*, but otherwise tR> 
damage was uot serious.

JEFFEHSOS VILLE . 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS VERY ENCOUR¬ 
AGING AND THE PKOrLE PREPARING TO 

RESUME BUSINESS. 

Yesterday was a busy day iff Jeffereon- 
vil*a. The previous night had discouraged 
many people, but the dawn was favorable, 
and a* the river receded rapidly people began 
the work of cleaning the mud from their 
house*. This work was continued all day and 
all last night, and oue by one the resident* 
of tbe city are getting back to their old 
places. At 0 o’clock last night Spring street 
was passable from Front to tho City Hotel, 
two blocks and a half distant from the river. 

The flood gate in the lower end of town 
was opened at 8 o’clock yesterday after¬ 
noon, and this will have a tendency to let 
the wat»r go out more rapidly to-day in 
luo lower part of the city, where 
there is still four nud Mve feet ot w ater. The 
water bad receded sufficiently yesterday af¬ 
ternoon to enable the J., M. niid 1. train*to 
corns iuto the yard* at Court avenue, but 
111 two casus tiie fires were put out and the 
train* were stuck. Tne railroad com panics 
are the first to make an attempt to resume 
travel. More th.»u half of Jeffersonville is 
still under water. 

Yesterday tho relief committee resumed 
tbe work of issuing rations and was kept 
busy ail day. Tbe comuuswary on Spriug- 
Htreet wo* particularly active, but not so 
much a* former day*. Supplies are coming 
in from vnrlous quarters aud all who apply 
are given relief.

—Mr. J. B, Flfer has called a meeting of 
the Grand Army of tue Republic for Satur¬ 
day night, when the Dost will be expected 
to care for several Soldier*’ widow* and 
orphans. 

—Many person* who were imprisoned, ro 
to speak, in their second stories, after being 
liberated and having readied terra lir.ua 
once more, were inspired with renewed life 
and vigor. 

—GlUonville is 20 feet above high WAter, 
but draws ration* with commendable regu¬ 
larity. ’I hi* feature of the commissary busi¬ 
ness ought to be stopped. Herrons who waut 
ration* out that way ought to work for them. 

—The part of the city that the water has 
receded lrom di-plays a raggod appearance 
— Unices displaced, puuip* out of fix, out¬ 
house* turned topsy-turvy, and. in point of 
(act, all the premises present a dilapidated 
appearance. 

—Those who de*iro to have their collar* 
pumped out this year must pay for the 
work themselves. This i* just aud right. 
Those who are able to own a cellar should 
be able to get the water out of it, unless in 
case of eickuees, aud then the ucighbor* can 
help. 

—People who have not visited tboir re*i- 
dences since tbe water advanced, and now 
have the privilege of returning to ibrir 
houses, are astonished and mortified to view* 
the great disorder of their premise*, destruc¬ 
tion of property and very great damage that 
ha* beeu occasioned since their departure. 

— Dr. N. Field, w ho ha* practiced medicine 
in thi* city since 1883, said to a Courier- 
Journal reporter last evening that the flood 
of 18M would be a sanitary measure instead 
of pioduclug malaria. * ‘Great Mood* and 
greut fires,” stud the Doctor, "are great 
sanitary preventive* and a blessing iu dis¬ 
guise.’* 

—Spring street presented a decidedly ac¬ 
tive appearance as the water went d »wn. 
every merchant hariug a force of workmen 
with spade*, shovels, mop* and brooms to 
wash out their floors, and so present a ro- 
spectable appearance to their former patrons, 
ami to replace their good* on the shelves so 
a* to invito trade. 

—A small frame bouve belonging to a Col¬ 
ored perron Moated away and lauded on the 
Jeff, railroad track near tbe Ninth-stroot 
depot. The colored man said yesterday that 
he would wait until th* truin'* run iuto his 
domicil before he would take action, aud 
then l.e would sue tho Jeff. Company for 
damages. He is probably drawing rations. 

—The Court-house is still the asylum for 
quite a number of families who have bujii 
compelled to abandon their home*, and a 
view of their situation in the court-room 
comprising all classes and circumstance* i* 
ludicrous a* well ilk serious. Some have dogs, 
rome pig*, whilst other* gee*e, that in saving 
their own live* deemed it right to provide 
for their comfort. 

—Capt. A. J. Howard and Dr. Warren 
llorr have withdraw'n from the Flood Relief 
Committee on account of pressing buriues*. 
Capt. Howara is obliged to attend to the 
alTuirsof the prison, an i Dr. Horr will soon 
remove to Kaunas. Mr. Geo. Baxter, of the 
committee, will also retire to-day on ac¬ 
count of buxines* engagements. Mayor 
Glass and the hulnuoe of tbs committee will 
fill tho vacancies. 

—The storm on Tuesday night di4 not re¬ 
sult in such serum* damage as was antici¬ 
pated, and happily no live* a ro reported lost 
A Courier-Journal reporter remained out 
m a skiff until a late hour, and wrote a tele 
gram detailing tB* results, but the Manager 
of the Western Cniou, Mr. Biggert, was 
unable to xeud it, on account of the wires 
being down betwoen thD city and Louisville. 
Tbe fctorm did very little damage hereabout*. 

—After such a stormy night a* was Tues¬ 
day evening, and the *n »w lying on the 
home-tops, fence* aud boards, and ice form¬ 
ed wherever the water was still, thu city 
presented a most discouraging appearance.

THE BELIEF WORK. 

TOE DISTRIBUTION OF THE FUND VOTED BT 
CONG HESS TO AID THE SUFFERERS. 

Washington, Feb. 20 —The Secretary of 
Warba* notified Gen. Beckwith, ot Cincin¬ 
nati, and Cushing, at Pittsburgh, to pay out 
of the fund* at their disposal the allotment 
of money made by the Secretary to the 
Mayors of cities for tbe purchase of supplies. 
Tbe total money allotted to cities below Iron- 
ton, underchargeof Beckwith, was $20,000. 
and to the citio-J above I ronton, iu charge of 
Cushing, $61,750. Five thousand dollar* 
was also sent to Gen. 8axton, at Iroulsville, 
for Jeffersonville, nnd $1,000 to Mayor Beil, 
of Newport, making a grand total of $87,- 
750. iiid«(Kmdeut of lurge sum* expended by 
Beckw ith and Saxton iu chartering nnd pro¬ 
visioning relief steamers. Many applica¬ 
tions are made to tho Secretary of War for 
assistance out of the relief fund in re-estab- 
IDblng dwellings destroyed by tbe flood. The 
Secretary asks that public notification be 
made in the new>papers of the Associatel 
press, particularly tn those winch may reach 
the flooded dDtriuts, that he 1 * not author¬ 
ized by law to use any part of the fund for 
Lhat purpose. He D only auiborltad to dis¬ 
tribute subsistence store*, clothing and other 
rronai necessaries, and such need* a* can 
furnished from the store.* of tin? army, 
which are not many, will he furnlriied 
through Gen. Beckwith, at Cincinnati, and 
all applications therefor will be reterred to 
him.

Washington, Feb. 20.—Tne committee 
to investigate the charge* of Keifer and 
Boynton resumed tuo session this morning 
and Mr. Koifur’s counsel announced their 
readiness to proceed. Although pert of his 
witnesses were absent, he said some would 
ai rivo to-morrow mofning and some to-mor¬ 
row evening. 

Mr. Keifer was sworn. His counsel sug¬ 
gested that the examination be first conduct¬ 
ed by himself as counsel and the committee 
agreed, without waiving tbe right to ask 
questions whenever desired. Mr. Keifer 
*nid bis personal acquaintance with 
Mr. Boynton began aboutjlseven year -ago. 
His relations with him had been fnendly 
until about the 1st of March last. In reply 
to a question w bother lie bad had a conver¬ 
sation with Boynton regarding the aiding of 
the passage of any bill pending before tho 
Forty-seventh Congrets, the witness said 
that it was possible that Boynton spoke to 
him incidentally; but he did not recollect 
that be spoke especially about tho McGarrn- 
ban bill until about the last of February. 
On the 28th of February he received a note 
from Boynton, which has been published, 
a>kiu„- him to - recognize Representative 
DunniU to move to &uspend;tbe rules and pass 
the McGairaban bill. About two days after 
that date Boynton came to tbe Speaker's 
room and asked tho witness in a low tone of 
voice whether he would recognize Diunell. 
At that lime there was in the Speaker’s room 
J. G. White, w ho was clerk at the Speaker's 
table. White was at hi* desk. He thought 
that there was something said by White 
about Dunneli having been already recogi 
ntzed upon another master. It was 
White’s duty to keep a list of perrons 
who wanted recognition. Boynton, in a 
low tone, said that the matter he wanted to 
talk about was a private matter, and White 
left tho room. Tbe witness then detailed th© 
aJeged conversation in bis room in the same 
manner in which he detailed it ni tho floor 
of tbe House, dc&nbing tbe location of tbe 
persons nud furniture in tbe room. Boyhton 

{ iroduced a biil for the relief of McGarrahen 
dent leal with th® on© being put in evidence 
by the witness. The witness expre*M‘d 
hi* surprise that Boynton should cornu to bun 
w it Ik a corrupt proposition. Boynton im¬ 
mediately left th© room. Sluce that Lime 
the w'ltut** had not spoken to Boynton. 

Culeumn inquire I whether since that timo 
the ulluriau* to Keifer in the Cincinnati C'om- 
merciul GuzeCfowere friendly or unfriendly. 

Mr. Adam.*, of the committee, objected to 
the question until paper* rimukl be produced 
showing that allusions hnd been inaat*. 

Coleman, Keifer’* counsel, recognized the 
fore© of the objection, but said his object 
was to show that prior U> the conversation 
tbe all umou*« were friendly, and afterwards 
unfriendly. Coleman then inquired whether 
th© witner-s had spoken with any one about 
the interview shortly after it took place. 

1 ho Chairman held the question not com¬ 
petent, but it was waived for tbe presont. 

Chairman Hopkin* and Mr. Adams a»ked 
Gen. Keifer a number of questions, their 
chief obiect being to ascertain why tbe ox- 
Stieakerli-t-ncd so long to Boynton’s alleged 
corrupt protiodlion without rebuking him, 
ami to have uiiu hx the time of tho inter¬ 
view. 

Gen. Keifer said he did not wish to bo 
ha*rv with a man who had been a friend for 
many y«*an». The exact time of the conver- 
ssiiou u. w as unable to fix. Gen. Keifer 
further roid that Representative Dunneli de- 
*irod to bo recognized for tho McGarralian 
bill, but be told bi u no one would be recog¬ 
nised to nut tbe bill through. 

U«>n. Boynton then cross examined Gen. 
Keifer, who affirmed the truthfulness of his 
*pocch on the floor of the House, but said he 
did not consider Imoroper Gen. Boynton’s 
letter asking bun in bniialf of McGarrnhan 
to recognize some one for bis bill. He re¬ 
ceived a large number of *ucb communica¬ 
tion*. It was only wb©n taken in connection 
with tli© subsequent proposition that th© let¬ 
ter became important. Gen. Boynton wa* 
unable to get Gen. Keifer to fix the time of 
th© alleged in erciew any nearer than to sav 
that it was either on F»b. 28 or March 1, 
and in the morning or afternoon. The ex¬ 
amination then proceeded as follows: 

Boynton—After 1 had tried to corrupt you 
in this mojiL a toundmg way you took no 
steps to shut me out of the press gallery l 
Witness—Ub, sir. 

Th© Chairman—Did you take anv step* to 
call the attention of the House to the fact t 
Witoes*— No, sir. We were at th© close 
of the sesdou. aud 1 bad a thousand things 
to think of. 

Boynton then questioned the witno** os to 
the Seimt© rules, tho progress of work in the 
Senate and tho State bullies* on it*ciiUmdan> 
to show- that there would bay© been no earth¬ 
ly possibility of th© parage of Lite McGarrn- 
ban Bill in the Senate, ©ven though it should 

f tass the House, and then ask**d Keifer, "Did 
t seem remarkable to you that, w itb an ex- 
jxmeno© thro© lime* as long as your own. I 
should risk the reputation of a life nmi com¬ 
mit a felony on to© inflnito small chance of 
pushing that bill through at that stag© of the 
session f” 

Witness—I can say th© whole thing 
astounded me beyond auything that has 
occurred lately. 

Boynton— if I had lioj*©* of making 
million* ami deNired to make you a party to 
it, docs it not seem natural that 1 would 
have begun before a stag© of the session 
wnon the Tariff Bill aud Mve appropriation 
bill* were penning in th© 8©iiatef 

Witness—What motive Mr. Boyuton had 
In coming to me, und appeuling to uio to help 
in the matter, he would Letter bo able to tell 
himself. 

J. Guilford White, Clerk of the Speaker’s 
table iu the Forty-seventh Congress, testified 
mat he saw Boynton iu the Speaker's room 
some time abou' March 1. He spoke in a 
low* tono to the Speaker, and tho lat¬ 
ter indicated that he desired to have 
n private interview, and tbe witness 
left. He heard th© Speaker say that Dunrudl 
bad already been recognized once. Boynton 
held a bill in one hand. He heard nothing 
he said. When he went back to tho room 
the Speaker was looking for Boynton’s letter 
asking him to recognize Dunneli. Finally he 
found it, and said he would prerorv© it. Tb© 
witness was about to say what Gen. Ktdfer 
told him of the conversation between him* 
-•If and Boynton, but the committee unani¬ 
mously ruled such testimony as not coni]>e- 
tent. He could not Mx tb© time of the inter¬ 
view, but tbuugbt it in the morning. 

Mr. Arne* tffhronehly cross-examined the 
witness who exhibited much nervousness. 
He had talk® l with Mr. Keifer touching 
th© robjcct since tho Home paired the reso¬ 
lution of investigation. He was acting a* 
clerk to Mr. keifer witoout pay, but ex¬ 
pected compoirotiion. he hoarded at the 
sum® house wiih Mr. Keifer and *aw him 
daily. H© had assisted Mr. Keifer in various 
ways in the preparation 0 / the ca*©. 

lii answer to a question by Gen. Boynton tbe 
witness *aid he* had talked frequently 
about this case to Gam**s. Lheex-8p*-aker’s 
nephew, and told him what he was KOitig to 
testify to. but subsequently tho w lilies* said, 
in answer to Coleman, that be did m>t moan 
that ho told Gaines what he would testify tn, 
but told him what be knew about tb© inter¬ 
view. Adjourned.

New York, Fab. 20. — Arrived — Tho 
steamship Frbda, from Hamburg, with tho 
remains of Lieut. De Long and comrade*.on 
board. 

The Frisia arrived at the dock this af¬ 
ternoon. There wore no cb-putiz-'d dedego- 
tiont to receivo the bodies, but there was a 
considerable uumber of relatives' and 
friends of the deccu&ed on the 
dock of t\o st«ain»hip company. 
Tbe remain* were in steel-buund 
packages on the main deck or either side of 
the saloon sky-ligbU. All the bodies are not 
in a perfect state of preservation and will 
not be exposed to public view. Lieut. Ward, 
of the United State* navy, re presenting Com. 
Upehir, met the Frisia ot quarantine and 
came on it to the dock at Hoboken and trans¬ 
ferred tho care of the bodies to the under¬ 
takers, who will remove the bodies to the 
pi*r and guard them until Friday morning, 
when they will be taken to pier No. I, North 
liver, and put into t©u hearses nnd escorted 
to tbe navy-yard at Brooklyn. 

Lieut. Do Long will be buried in Wood- 
lawn cemetery, I)r. Ambler's body will bo 
taken to Philadelphia, and Boyd, tho sea¬ 
man, to Virginia. The bodies of De Long 
and six men will be takeu to the church of 
the Holy Trinity, Forty-second street and j 
Madison avenue, where religious services 
will be hell.

AFFAIRS 11ST EGYPT. 


London, Feb. 20.—In the Rouse of Com- 
tuous to-day Gladstone deprecated the pre- 
luaturo discussion of Geo. Gordon's mission. 
The inevitable effect of such a discussion 
Would be to hamper the success of Gordon's 
efforts. 

John O'Connor Power, Home Ruler, mem¬ 
ber for Mayo, resumed his debate ui*>n Far- 
rieU*s amendment to the address in reply to 
the Queen's speech. The amendment se¬ 
verely condemned the policy of the Govern¬ 
ment m Ireland, and demanded the immedi¬ 
ate abandonment of the policy stimulating 
Rtate aided emigration. Power asserted 
that the present unfortunate condition of 
Ireland was the greatest difficulty England 
bos to overcome, lie censured the so-called 
National Constitutional party for wasting 
the time of the House in discussing factional 
disputes instead of tho social improvement of 
Ireland. Lie excused Parnell because be was 
Unrounded and urged on by certain lieut- 
tntanU hoping to arrive at a similar prom¬ 
inent. He was strongly opposed to the 
fcuietiduienL It was very disappointing. 

It failed to condemn with sufficient em¬ 
phasis the present policy of stimulating im¬ 
migration and made no mention whatever 
of the important developments of Irish re¬ 
source*. Neither tho Nationalists nor the 
loyalists had any right to either designa¬ 
tion. Iiealy’s address to the electors of 
Alonogban contained absolutely no mention 
of the Nationalist?’ doctrine. It was sim¬ 
ply devoted to modern socialism, while 
Parnell, said Power, was posing l*e- 
fore the country and complaining that 
bis safety bod been threatened by a portion 
of bis countrymen. **I quietly await 
a public vindication of my course. My 
declaration that my intimidatiou was a 
brutal and immoral practice now comes 
from the lips of Parnell. The members of the 
National League have no more right to rob 
Die of free speech that! to steal money from 
my pocket.” Fow« r proceeded to iadict tho 
National leaguers from their own speeches, 
lie was convinced that Parnell inwardly 
differed from many things his disciples did, 
both Inside and outside of the Houm. Thu 
raruellitcK have been pursuing a policy 
averse to the iuterunU of Ireland since the 
Land Act was introduced. It was in 
consequence of this that be separated from 
the Nationalist movement, which im¬ 
peded beneficial legislation and imposed 
upou Ireland three your* of the most strin¬ 
gent and hateful legislation which had ever 
been imposed on any country. Tho Irish 
In milords owed their present condition to 
tneir neglect of their most important duties. 
Irish discontent was duu, not only to his¬ 
torical events, hut also to the fact that Iru 
bind was smarting Nonuse equal privileges 
wire withheld. But bettor times wero com¬ 
ing, when strife would be at an ond, and 
V'.uglaud and Ireland would l*» moro closely 
'United than ever; when Ireland would share 
In equal privileges. 

Power was frequently Interrupted by ap¬ 
plause, and when he resumed bis scat the 
cheering wa» tremendous. The Pornellitcs 
maintained throughout a sullen silence. 
Lower's onslaught on the Parnellite» cuusod 
h great sensation. 

Hottlv, member for Monoghan, replied, 
comparing Power's speech to dancing on a 
light rope, balancing between the Orange¬ 
men and the Whigs. He reproached Power 
for deserting his party, and road an ex 
tract from a speech by Power denouncing 
the desertion of OThningbue. Hcnly con¬ 
cluded with describing I*ord Ros>tuure. the 
susponded Justice of tho Peace of Monaghan, 
«u "a bigoted, malevolent young pup.” 

Justiu McCarthy, Liberal ond Home Ruler 
member for Longford, accused the < iratige 
men of suekiug to involve the country in a 
civil war. Ho described Power a* a re 
tpculunl rebel. Tho House then adjournud.

I should bare gratefully accepted the 
communication made by Minister Bar 
gent, and should have us Ad the 
Emperor to empower me to present it 
to the Reichstag, if the resolutions had 
* rot contained an opiuiou regarding the ob¬ 
ject and effect of Lasker's political activity, 
which was opposed to my conviction*. Ac- 
,cording to my experience of tue political 
arid economic development of the German 
people, I can uot recognize the opinion as 
xme which the events 1 have wimih*mk! 
would justify. 1 should not venture 
*•> oppose my judgroeut to the opinion 
*>t such tin illustrious laxly as 
the House of Representative*, if 1 bad not 
Ly more than 30 years active participation 
In the internal policy of Germany gamed an 
«x|*riencc which justified me in attaching a 
rei tuin value to mv judgment in questions 
o*f home affairs. 1 cannot determine to ask 
the Emperor for the necessary power to com 
tmmicato the resolution to the Reichstag, 
hmcause I should have officially to ndvocate 
Jwfore the Empt-rornn opinion which I can 
toot recognize as correct.

MASSACHUSETTS POLITICO

New York, Feb. 20.—In connection with 
the American bog question some interesting 
facts have been disclosed bore to-day by 
Emory Stores. In letters to the State De¬ 
partment. Minister Newton, of France, says 
that tbe French interdict bo* been largely 
due to articles iu American newspapers cop¬ 
ied into the French press. Copies of the** 
articles wero sent over with the correspond¬ 
ence. Inquiries a* to the authenticity of the 
statements made about trichina being prov 
alent wore set on foot. In every instance it 
wa* found that tbe statement* bad one of 
two objects—cither pure sensationalism or 
influence of the pork market. 

A Washington paper of a recent date con¬ 
tained a savage eottorial favoring retalia¬ 
tion on one page while on another was a dis¬ 
patch from Wisconsin giving alleged partic¬ 
ulars of the death of 12 people from diseased 
pork. Tho dispatch, whan run down, had 
no foundation in fact. 

In this connection a diplomat sent from 
this country to England last fall in interest 
of the cattle export trade relates a curious 
experience. England requires American 
cattle to be slaughtered at Liverpool w hich 
amount* to an interdict. There i* no such 
law, however, regarding Canadian cattle. 

It was shown lo the Crown officer that 
four-fifths of tbe beef shipment* from 
Canadian port* wore of beef from the Cul- 
cago yard*. There was a prospect that the 
Government would recommend tha repeal of 
the law, when tho Crown officer received a 
Chicago paper, printed for circulation among 
speculator*, saying pleuro pneumonia had 
broken out in the nook-yards with great vir¬ 
ulence. When the disgusted, and of course 
defeated diplomat returned to this country 
he found the report wa* a mere gambling 
stock-board device.

Ho did so, aud 1 
went back to tb© woods aud remained there 
until last night. 1 saw men with lantern* 
hunting fur tue 1 ran past on© and got to a 
church, where I *l©pt nil night. When in 
lb© wood* 1 met a colored man who wanted 
me to go to New York. 1 told him 1 was 
afraid. My intention was to go back to jml 
and give myw*lf up. I received 25 cents 
from one or tho supervisor* who v Li ted the 
jail Saturday.” The village schoolmaster 
aud a police sergeant were the captors.

The trustees of the British Museum have,

basalt. Its history L one of the romances of 
archaeology. It tva* diM’overed at Dibhan 
in blbon, of Hebrew antiquity, on the east 
eld© of the Dead tSeu, in the year 1308 by 
M. Klein, a Prussian missionary. M. Cler¬ 
mont Ganneau beard of its existence, and 
endeavored to possess it. but he achieved his 
purpose when it bad been reduced to frag¬ 
ment* bv tha various action of its owner*, 
who hod probably thought to turu twenty 
piece* of rock to greater financial account 
than one. Fortuuately, squeezes had been 
taken waiist tho stone wa* still perfect, aud 
it ha* undergone all the vicissitude* 
of destruction, re collection and approx¬ 
imate restoration. The suin of th© efforts 
mad© after the recovery of the stone—tho 
value of whose in cription in tho Phoenician 
character is immense—i* that soiue'.hiog 
more th in two-thirds of tho original monu¬ 
ment were secure i by Mr. Ganneau, and 
tiiey have for »<un»tim© ranked among tue 
jroat arcbiiMlo^ioul attraction of the Pari* 
louvre. The inscription on the stou© is that 
of Mesha, King of M-cili about O'JO B. C., a 
con tern |K>rary of Ahub aud his son* Atinzuh 
and Jehoratn. King* of Israel; and it tell* 
how the laud of .Moan had fallen into the 
power of the Iraelites and undergone forty 
veers of slavery. It narrates how tbe yoke 
was at length broken and th© Israelite* 
forced into Ignominious retreat. What udcU 
to tho value of the inscription is tb© fact t hat 
the achiovoraont to which it refer* is dis¬ 
missed in the Old Testament (II. Kings, i., 
1) with the short statement that “Then 
Moil) rebelled agaiusi Israel after the death 
ofAnab.”

A STATE CAPITOL. 

Yesterday in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives the bill to appropriate 
$500,000 to finish the public buildiugs in 
Frankfort came up for consideration. 

The people would heartily approve such 
an appropriation at this time, and but for 
the tact that It would settle the question of 
a removal of the Stale capita), there would 
be little opposition to such uti appropria¬ 
tion from nuy quarter 
Fruakfort is the capital, and possession 
is nine poiuts of the law. While it bns 
usually been easy to get a majority vote in 
favor of the removal of the capita), it has 
heretofore been impossible to concentrate 
this vote on nny other oil}’ or town. This 
fuel Indicates that the opposition to Frank¬ 
fort is principally local. A removal is de¬ 
manded not so much because Frankfort is 
not suitably located, or because it is un¬ 
healthy, or because U is. luncccssible or un¬ 
comfortable, but because Louisville wauls 
it, or Lcxlugtnu waut* it, or Dnuviilc or 
some other place wants it. 

The discussion of this subject runs back 
to the early dawu of Kculucky history. 
Tbo moony paid to the legislators for the 
time spoilt in the consideration of this 
subject, we doubt not, would finish the 
buildings at Frankfort. It has been v 
profitless and useless discussiou and ought 
now to be closed finally. 

Louisville certainly hns strong claims to 
be conaidcictl if a change is made, but 
there seems to bo no hutuiug desire here 
to have the capiiul. It is inconvenient 
to the lawyer to go to Frankfort to the 
Court of Appeal*, and for other reasons, 
if the capital is to Ik* removed, it should 
come her • Still, all we gain bv having 
the capital we might 16*e by creating an¬ 
tagonism ngniiut the city throughout the 
State. If in the judgment of the Legisla¬ 
ture it is best for the Interests of the whole 
Stub; to remove the sent of government lo 
TiOulsvllle, our cUifceus will acquiesce, but 
we do uot care enough for the matter to 
enter on uny contest. 

Lexington is ambitious ami insistent, 
and thU D no argument in use against 
Lexluatou if a removal is determined ou. 
Louisville Will be satisfied with Lexing¬ 
ton, but tbowestcui and southern mein- 
l**r$ will materially object to moving 
toward Lexington. 

The question ought to be settled now 
and settled finally. It is useless to pro¬ 
long the discussion The Mate's business, 
the safety of her records, demand better 
buildings than we now have. An appro¬ 
priation should he outdo '.o pive us a cap¬ 
ital of which wc need not be ashamed. 
We do not believe Lexington can secure 
removal, and we think (In time lias come 
to settle the vexed question. If Leximr- 
ton ran command a majority for removal, 
pans such a law and appropriate u million 
dollars to build a rapitol at Lexington. 
If she ran not do this, she ought to sink 
mere local interest*, surrender local jeal¬ 
ousies and in ladinlf of the whole Mate 
vote for the Duoluttnn of Mr Julian, ap¬ 
propriating half a million dollar* to finish 
the buildings itt Frankfort. 

STEALING THE NEW? 

Tho Frankfort Vcoman and other State 
papers entirely misunderstand the pro- 
l*Oht*d copyright law which will protect 
news gathered at much trouble and ex- 
peuac from Ixiog stolen by paper* too 
poor to buy it, and yet not able to live 
without it 

Any one fit all familiar with journalism 
in the la»-ge cities kuows that of late n eer- 
tuin class of journal-* has sprung up the in- 
fiucuco at which on public morals Is ex¬ 
ceedingly vicious. They live principally 
by theft, by stealing newt, by appropri¬ 
ating special dispatches. by watching tlie 
press-room of nioro enterprising rival*!, nml 
from the tin*t copter taking new» that lots 
cost large stun® ol money* and publishing 
It simultaneously with thu paper which 
paid for it Such journal* art: found iisu- 
a.ly to paiirler lo I In: lowest elements |q Uio 
cum in unity. Mealing all thr news they 
have, they supplement theft by scmuitionul 
and <1 miniating fu)»eho«it(*. ami eater* to the 
tfltut depraved tnst «» of the people. 
These jnuruais ooulu mMoiti flourish if 
their new* uml them anything, and so with 
them it is n vital question. The law aims 
simply tu put a slop to practices w hich 
disgrace journalism, and which if applied 
to any* oilier commodity but news would 
be punished ns theft. 

The law* will not in tho leant npply to 
the country press; the jonrnuls in danger 
misrepresent it in order to manufacture sup¬ 
port where they are not known. The 
country newspapers will be just a* free 
utter tin. passage of this law as now to 
copy news from the city dailies. The nitq 
is to prevent the purloiuing of matter gath¬ 
ered ut gnat expense before the journal 
which owns it has uu opportunity to get it 
before its renders. 

8omc time ago a number of newspapers 
combined to secure hv cable the sermons 
of Mr. Spuuoeox. It was an expensive 
pirre o! enterprise, us the cable tolls wore 
heavy. In Chicago one newspaper wu in 
tlie combination; a rival put its agent in an 


Eastern city, secured nn early copy tbero 
of the paper containing the scruion, ar¬ 
ranged for the rapid transmission and pub¬ 
lished it the same morning os iu rival, 
paying uo cable toll, ami thus made it nec¬ 
essary to abandon the project. 

These pernicious practice* prevail to a 
very large extent—to an extent little un¬ 
derstood otnong our country exchanges. 
The press room of the CorKtEit-JoritNAL 
has to be carefully guarded to prevent 
such thefts here, especially when events 
of importance are transpiring elsewhere 
and when public interest is aroused. 

The measure, therefore, is not one to 
mute n monopoly—not one to interfere 
with the privileges enjoyed by our weekly 
exchanges; it is ouly a bill to protect our 
property a* the property of the merchant 
Is protected; it is a measure to punish 
theft. Of course there is a clamor from 
the newspiqiers which have so long been 
the beneficiaries of these practice*, for no 
rogue e’er felt the halter draw with good 
opinion of the law.nnd none even will The 
bill will bear examination, and Its advo¬ 
cates only nsk that it be given fair consid¬ 
eration. Receiving Ibis, there can bo no 
doubt it will win the support of every 
right-tliinkiug man Who believe* in the 
rights of property and who tliiuks each 
tub should stand on its own bottom. 

A LEbSON OF 1 HE FLOOD. 

It is all gammon lo eay that wc shall 
probably not see another such Hood os this 
in the Ohio valley for n hundred years. 
The same confident prediction was made 
nftcr the inundation of last February. 
Those who voice such prophecies base 
them on the so-called "law” of chances, 
which is nothing more than the universal 
superstition of gnmblcrs, on which' nil 
their “system®" for “beating the game" 
arc constructed. 

The truth Is, we should be prepared for 
these Mood* at uny time. The location of the 
Ohio valley, its topography, its climate, its 
innumerable water-courses all tend to sub¬ 
ject it more to these great inundations 
than any oilier section uf the country, und 
the sooner the Inhubllauts recoguizc this 
fact the sootier will they make rcudy for 
future Hoads. 

i he imtncdlnlc duty, of course, Is to re¬ 
lieve the victims of the present high 
water, but there i© no bettor time to de¬ 
termine on safeguard* against the next. 
Doubtless many resolutions be belter 
prepared for it huve already been formed. 
The irmlitiouiil householder always re¬ 
solved, while it w’as raining, that be would 
repair Die roof, and always forgot it when 
tlie sun came out. Let tho»c having prop¬ 
erty iu the districts subject to overflow 
see to it that their good resolution* do not 
end like those of the traditionul liouto- 
liolder. 

Already there i* soma tall talk io Cin 
ctnuaii about w hat should be done to pre¬ 
vent similar disaster® in the future, borne 
are urging that the bottom be tilled up. 
and thu* force the river over ou Covington 
and Newport, Other Ciucinnntians urc ad¬ 
vocating the utopian scheme of building im- 
nicn»o dams in tho mountain* above to 
hold thu surplus waters und regulate their 
llow by flood-gate*. This w ould drain the 
United Suites Treasury, and then bo of 
questionable utility. 

There Is no doubt, however, that the 
people who live along tbo Ohio, by proper 
precautionary measure*, can reduce tho 
damage from its overflows to a very small 
fraction of their present loss. The 
dwellcia ? ou the Nile derive their greatest 
gains from tho florals of that river. Hoi- 
laud was rescued from the sea itself, and 
the great tlouiig river in China, over 2,000 
miles loug, is as much subject lo over¬ 
whelming and erratic flood® us the Ohio, 
but they do not seriously inconvenientc 
the thickly-seillcd popu.utiou along its 
bunks. 

Individual effort must provido protec¬ 
tion against the Ohio. There U hardly a 
farmer ou its course who can not so locate 
and build bis dwelling and out houses us 
lo he safe from the eucrouchmeats of 
the highest water, and if ho cun not pul 
into practice the no-fence system, lie 
should construct only tlinea ft-uces which 
will withstand the Hoods. 

Iu the city and many of the towns the 
solution i« not to practicable. There can 
be uo choice of location ou the lots iu the 
submerged district*. It can not be ex¬ 
pected that thu river front, the Point, 
tJbippingport. Portland, etc., should be 
abandoned ns places of residence, but their 
liability to inundation will pruvent their 
improvement, and all that can probably 
be done, outside of raising the whole 
river froul. h either to build such cheap 
structurus ns the owner can afford to see 
washed away (which is a very poor plan) 
or such hou?vs which by their ele- 
vated foundations ami tkoir solidi¬ 
ty may remain firm against the 
attacks of the river. We are more 
fortunate than Cincinnati in this respect, 
as a large section of that place's wholesale 
house* is subject to overflow, while the 
water here floes not reach the most sub¬ 
stantial portion of the city. But there arc 
numerous manufacturing nml business 
establishments below the high-water utnrk. 
aud these eau greatly improve their condi¬ 
tion for resisting future watery sieves. 
Tin* effective measure* taken last week by 
the gas works aud ouc of the large paper 
mills prove this.

Frankfort, Feb. 20.—There U no us© 
minciug words. Tins Legislature, so for a® 
legislation is coucerued, ha* thus far been a 
grand failure. Unlene the session shall bo 
extended, there will be next to nothing done. 
And from the present outlook the chances of 
©xtetuion are slim. It take* two thirds of 
the whole number of members elected in 
either house to vote in favor of extension in 
order to accomplish it. Now, in point of 
fact, until to-day there has t eon no 
time during the pa»t three weeks when 
a call of ibo House would have shown 
two-thirds of the members of tlie 

Home present. To extend the session will 
require 67 votes to lie cast in the House fav¬ 
oring extension. To-day there are 7tt mem¬ 
bers present. Now, if the vote were taken 
to-duy on the question of extending the ses¬ 
sion, seven members could defeat it. I can 
put my band ou a dozen who are present and 
who will vote against exteuslon. Unle®« a 
full House can be obtained shortly, there 
will be no extension It is said^tbat In a few 
days a call of the House will be ordered and 
arrests sent for the absentee* Every mem¬ 
ber now absent should endeaver to be here 
next Monday. I don't know even if they 
are all here thatRhe session will t© extended; 

1 do know that if it is not extended this Leg¬ 
islature will go down to hbtory as having 
done less work than any body that ever wa® 
In setaion for 60 days. 

1 asked Tom Stuart, who seemed very 
much gratified at the vote in the House to¬ 
day moving tho capital to Winchester, 
what advantage® that town had to offer for 
becoming tho seat of Government. Mud he: 

“Winchester Is uearer tho railroad and 
geographical center of the State than either 
Frankfort or Lexington, and its present and 
future connections with the other portions of 
the Mate are unoquaied. Iu location Is un¬ 
surpassed for healtbfulness. and the mag- 
uihrent country around it is inhabited by 
people who are typical representatives of n 
new Kentucky.

DEATH AND DISASTER 


Most of the Track of Tuesday's Cy¬ 
clone From the Gulf Through 
Southern State#.

SUFFERING LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY

COLtNMTB, Ga., Feb. SO.—Detail* of yes- 
ten I ay’* storm show it to have been of a 
most destructive character. It formed In 
the Gulf, and, striking Chnttahoocbee val¬ 
ley, swept up through Fort Gaine* until it 
struck this city, where its destruction <*o*t 
$10,000. Here it deflected in two direc- 
ions—one rest and one north. The cyclone 
north followed the Cahaba valley until it 
struck Red mountain, Ala., by which it was 
deflreted toward the east, obstructed by the 
Blue Kidge chain until it found an exit iu 
the Atlantic ocean. 

In its course It passed through Heard 
county, 0a., where three negroes were 
killed and a family of seveu persons, named 
Wilson, now musing, is supposed to 
have l«een lost. Passing up to Birmingham, 
with the usual record of desolation, its ob¬ 
struction by the mountains seems to have 
given it force, for, striking Oxtnoor, every 
bnihling was upturned, aud nine persons 
were killed. 

At Leeds, a new manufacturing town, not 
one limber was left on another. Dave Cnqwr. 
Rebecca Cooper, Alice Fool, Jim B. Fool, 
Mr. J. \V. Wright aud Mrs. J. W. Wright 
were killed. Fifteen others were seriously 
wounded. A sfiecial train on the Georgia 
Faciflc left Birmingham with physicians to 
attend the wounded. 

In Lodimn, Ala., thirteen persons wero 
killed and about twenty-five wounded, sorno 
fatally. At Anderson the loss of life, though 
not fully ascertained, is said to have been 
frightful. 

The story of suffering in Cave Spring, 
Rome and Cartersville is fully a* bad as de¬ 
tailed in yesterday's disj atches. A great 
stretch of country through w hich tfii* cy- 
cloue passed is out of reach, much of it being 
fifty mile* from railroads, and a full story 
w ill be several days in coming in. One of 
the greatest dangers will result from floods, 
which follow from streams in this region. 

In Cherokee county twenty-two were 
killed. A new store-house, two stories high, 
tho property of Darnell & Tate, Cool Springs 
church, the dwelling* of L. J. Darnell, John 
Perry, Luke Wood, Mrs. Dooly, Bet*y Chit¬ 
wood, Ferry Poitie, Fink Mcrrit and Jack 
Gooa, the latter colored, and out-house of 
Mr. Griffith, were alt blowu down, and a 
fine horse belonging to one of tb© citizens 
was killed. Mrs. Darnell, Mi.** Bradford, 
John Ferry and wife and Luke Wood were 
seriously injured by falling wall* and tlm- 
!**r« of various bouses. Mr. Darnell in¬ 
tended to come to Atlanta, and was counting 
out money for that purpose when the storm 
struck hi* house. It w-as shivered to atoms, 
and he and his little son were saved from in¬ 
stant death only by throwing themselves be¬ 
side an immense trunk that caught the fall¬ 
ing timbers. Tate's mill, ou Long Swamp, 
and the mill at Cool Spring were both blown 
dowu. The /dorm was blow* mg from south¬ 
west to northeast. 

The eastern cyclone, which passed from 
Columbus In a slightly northern direction, 
followed the well-known course of previous 
cyclone®, which, ever since lb04. have 
k*'pt up a weU’bentcn path. The path of 
the cyclone was from one-half to three miles 
wide, and swept through Talbot, and Craw¬ 
ford, to Baldwin county. Here it divided In 
1 w o, following the valley on either side of 
tho Macon and Augueta road. 

At Haddocks eleven people were killed, at 
Teinlille five, und at Daviaboro three. 

One of the greatest sensations was the re¬ 
ported death of Hon. R. C. Humber, candi¬ 
date for Stato Treasurer. It subsequently 
developed that be was not dead, but danger¬ 
ously wounded. The rtorm struck bis house 
just after dark. Mrs. Faschall and child had 
Mod to tlie house for protection. Just a* she 
was entering the bouse a living timber struck 
ber across the huad, knocking h?r dead. The 
child was also killed. The house began tot¬ 
tering. when the family attempted to escape. 
One of the children was killed by crashing 
scantling. Mr. Humber wo* the la*t tolenve, 
when he was caught under a failing timber. 
Darkness prevented help, but later help 
earn©, and Humber was found with limb* 
badly Brokeu but still alive. A piano wa* 
carried by the wind half a mile. Eighteen 
negroes w ere killed in the county. • 

From this point thu storm scattered in 
wild confusion, report- from all sides being 
freighted witn death aud desolation. 

The other branch of the storm ran In the 
valley north of the Macon and Augusta 
road. The greatest damage seems to have 
occurred along the lute of the Augusta and 
Knox villa railroad on luaviug Georgia. 
Bradly, a thriving little town, was almost 
leveled to the ground. Nearly every bouse 
was cither blown down or badly injured. 
The cburch wa* entirely destroyed. Tue 
rexidouce of Dr. Lyon was overturned and 
broken to pieces, an l the family of Dr. 
Lyon was extricated w ith difficulty from the 
ruins, all more or less bruised. Mr*. Lyon's 
collar b<»ne, leg and arm wore broken. At 
Ninety-six, South Carolina, a bouse was 
blown dotvn, injuring all the member® of tbe 
family and killing tbe oldest child. Tbe 
rums caught fire and burned to aahe* 
the Body of the child l/eing also consume*!. 
The father wo* In Charleston at the time. 
Considerable damage along the line of the 
Central railroad Is reported. The depot and 
wnter-fook at Me Bean were blown dowu. 
Several houses and barns wera blown down 
near Thomson. 

One negro woman wa* killed and four 
seriously injured by the destruction of a 
cabin ou Rev. E. L. B. Reese's place near 
Wrigbtsville. Mrs. Virgil H. AVade was 
painfully hurt by a piece of falliug timtier. 
John Fos*eU*s mill and gin-house, eight 
miles south of Thomson, were Blow-n down. 
Two lives were lost at Anderson. South 
Carolina. At Jackson's Station on the Port 
Royal railroad the dwelling house and store 
of J. C. Hankmton were demoii»h*.l, and 
the store of J. 8. Boyd moved from the 
pillars. An <11 negro w oaian wa* 
killed. Mr. Hankmson and family were in 
their dwelling when it was blown down, but 
escaped witn slight injury. 

Palmetto, Ga., bad threeiscvere storms 
nt 2, 4 and 6 P. is. Tbe wind blew hard, 
accompanied with hail a* large a* partridge 
eggs at all of them. Rain fell in torrents, 
washing almost everything in ite way, doing 
great dniuuge to lands, ditches aud fences. 
The wiud scattered fencers and lumber iu 
every direction. There was more rain than 
at any one time since last spring's flood. 
The cyclone passed through the county last 


evening about dusk, ranging from southwest 
to northoatft. It missed I.inoolnton about a 
mile. A large two-slory dwelling, known 
as tbe Warner place, wo* unrooted, and ail 
of the out-houses on tbe place leveled. Two 
negro children were killed, and the third one 
is missing. The latter is supposed to be 
burned up in a house that burnt after it wa* 
blown down. Thirteen other negroes era 
injured, sum* fatally . Rev. P. F. Furgis’ 
bouse was greatly damaged, but noono hurt. 
On Mr. Rem. Ransom’s \ lace two negroes 
were killed and three houses Blown dowm. 
The track of the cyclone was about half a 
mile wide, and everything in its path was 
destroyed. 

Destruction of lif© and property was un¬ 
precedented. People are preparing to aid the 
sufferer*. 

At Harmony Grove, Jackson county, thu 
Nash Hotel wa* swept away, killing a white 
huly and fatally wounding atiother. Mrs. 
Nash is also at the point of death. Mr. Hix 
and hi* son were killed in a falling building. 

In Oconee county many lives wero lost and 
fauces and houses were blown down. Mrs. 
Seago nnd Mi«s Mirtie McCarty died to-dav 
from nervous prostration caused by fright at 
the storm. 

Onu of the peculiar features of the storm 
was tbe quantity of bail which full in Ham* 
county. It (ell in pieces of about five inebe* 
iu circumference, assuming curious shape*. 
Full blown roses, dahiius, croese-;, anchors, 
and many curious designs could be readily 
distinguished. In Baldwiu county it tell ns 
largo a* goose egg-, aud in Warren county 
bail fell so deep a* to form rifta two feet 
deep. The danger in many places from fall¬ 
ing bail was as great us if in Battle, heavy 
pieces crushing in heads like flying stones. 

A TXnhlULX NIGHr ON TUE M.vTTIE HATS.

Rockpoht, I no , Feb. 20.—The expedi¬ 
tion of tho United States relief steamer 
Mai tie 8. Hay* came very near a tragic 
ending yesterday evening. We loft Ow* u*- 
boro at 3 P. m., weather warm and sun shin¬ 
ing ; kept close along the Kentucky shore, 
and at 4:80 p. m. were just below Iceland, 
with Kockport a couple of mile* ahead, on 
the other side. We intended to tie up there 
for the night. All at once It began to blow 
very bard from the Indiana side, and our 
boat was at once headed acroae tho river to 
meet it. The velocity of tho wind increased 
*o rapidly that tbe boat careened heavily but 
bolpcil os also to sw ing head to the wind, 
the steamer offering it more surface than the 
barge; we were tbeu headed fcquur* across 
the river and head to the wind. 

Tlie wave® io§* go rapidly that it became a 
question whether the barge ami Meatner 
would not gi lud each other to piece® before 
w« could get into the shallow water of the 
Indiana bottoms and under shelter of tbe 
timbers. A very Black cloud only a few 
feet above the water and connected with it 
by a dense 6pray swept across tbe river about 
100 yards behind u», just a* we started from 
tho Kentucky shore, and had it struck us 
would have turned us over instantly or torn 
us to pieces. Just before we got over to the 
Indiaua bank two immense swells swept 
under tbe boa% throwing it up and 
over the forward decks of the steamer, 
but without filling her bold. This broke 
the ratchet, but the hawser fa® tuning 
of the barge held firmly, and the next in¬ 
stant Lbe Boat pushed into tho comparatively 
shallow water of tbo bottom, probably twen¬ 
ty feet, nnd worked ahead to get under th* 
shelter of and tie to some timber ahead. 

The gale being so vloleut and bolding 
steady we could barely hold our own 
against It. We spent two hours in a life- 
aad-deatb fight to hold our own and to find 
some sheltered place to tie to and to keep 
from being blown out into the swells of the 
deep water, which would have broken us to 
pieces and swamped u* iu five minutes. 
Finally. just after dark, we man¬ 
aged to find some tree* in a corn 
field, about four miles below Rock port, end 
to work up to them, and ourcarpcntur, EUuu 
W. Smith, made an eight-foot jump 
into the top of one of them, nnd we soon had 
a line to help bold us. In the course of half 
au hour’s dangerous work by the men, w e 
got out plenty of stout line at tbe bow* amid- 
ship and astern to bold us safely head to the 
wind and side to the current, and hero we 
rode out the gale, which lasted uutil morn¬ 
ing. 

Every one on hoard appreciated the dan¬ 
ger, and every thing was done coolly and 
Bravely to meet it. Filot A. B. Kvaus was 
* penally cool and courageous. Just after 
this tbe gale began, and in ten minutes lbe 
temperature from probably 60 or 05* to be¬ 
low freezing point, and the raiii turned to 
sleet, and then to a very heavy snow, winch 
froze ns it fell and which covered our deck. 
This ntomiug at sunrise the wind died down, 
and we are steaming for Rockport. 

The sw ells must have been fifteen to twenty 
feet high along the Kentucky shore, and if 
the w iud extended up and down the river it 
has done more damage than the tB>od. We 
fear to hear of heavy lorn of life among those 
occupying partly submerge 1 dwellings on 
the Kentucky shore, and it is for this sort uf 
distress we shall keep a sharp look out to¬ 
day. 

CLARBSVILLS CATCHES THE BLAST.

Clarksville, Tens., Feb. 20.—Two 
moat terrific hurricanes f‘«*se<l o\’er our city 
yet-terday, tbe find at 12 o'clock, accora- 
pained by a terrible rainfall, followed by the 
second at 8 P. M , accompanied by bail, uu- 
roofiug bouses, uprooting trees aud doing 
groat damage. The entire roof-rafters of 
the Chronicle office was blown off nnd across 
the street, resting on tbe telephone wfras 
and against the Opera-house building, break 
ing tho w indows. 

The business houses owned by Elder* 
Tate, and occupied by Coulter Bro*., K. 8. 
Bros.Idas. Wlutesids & Co., and E. B. El¬ 
lis, confectionery, w’ero entirely unroofed, 
Tbo roofs of John Hurst A Co., G. A. Ligon 
Bros., Steward Block, Granger’s and Ele¬ 
phant warehouses, Uracey Bros, storage 
warehouse, Southern Hotel, Presbyterian 
cburch, J. Crusman, Knights of Pythias 
Hall, Clarksville wagon factory, were 
considerably damaged, and also the gahle- 
end of the Baptist church, Foik®' 
boarding hou>e and Frankliu Hotel. 

Three of the tow-pr* and iron-railing on 
the court-house wero blowu down. The Col¬ 
ored Presbyterian church, a new frame 
building, was blowu from its foundation; 
five small frame houses, occupied by colored 
people, in the northeast suburbs of tbo city, 
were blown to atoms, together with their 
contents. Cue woman had both legs broken 
thore. 

A marvelous escape of a mother and six 
chihlran, who occ upied on© of these houses 
which wero blown down and made kindling 
wood of, noue of them receiving a brube. 
There wero many other bouses more or loss 
damaged. Telegraphic communication was 
entirely cut off until to day. Telephone 
wires are a total wreck; Manager Pearce is 
having them rapidly rvpaired. Tho luxes, 
a® roughly estimated, will amount 
to Between #10.000 and 4l&.O(J0, 
of which Jno. 8. EKBt, Juo. Hurst 
A Co., Ornery Bros., G. W. Bryarly, 
Chronicle office. Grange warehouse aud E. 
B. Ely are the heaviest. Tho workmen are 
busilv engaged repainug the damage. For¬ 
tunately uo lives were lo*t. Clat k^vill© con¬ 
sidered herself storm-proof until to-day, not 
hiving had »ucli a one before'for over 50 
years. Later information from New Prov¬ 
idence i* mat a great deal of damage wa® 
done there in the way of unroofing buildings, 
blowing down a frame cburch, etc. 

OWKNSBOIbJ IS TOt’CBED.

OwKNbBORO, Kv., Feb. 20.—At 4:86 
o’clock yesterday afternoon a wind storm of 


groat fury struck thu city from the s'uitb- 
wost, and continued six hours. The ferry- 
house, a dwelling and a new school-house 
immediately opposite mis city, which stood 
in the overflowed district und which Uav« 
safely w-itbstood the onslaught of all previous 
flood-, went down before the terrible wavei 
wrought in the river by the heavy gale. Nc 
such scene a® the river presented during thi 
continuance of the blow win ever w itnetsed 
bv the oldest inhabitants of this place. Tbe 
bunks fronting Owensboro suffered fright¬ 
ful havoc iroin the fury of the waves, and 
several families moved out of their bouse* 
along tbe rivor fiont during tbe height of 
the storm to (escape the impending danger. 

If the blow was as severe above and below 
as it was here it u feared that 
great destruction of property, and 
probably of lifo, occurred in tbe 
overflowed district. Hundreds of people in 
this place braved the violence of the w ind 
aud the occasional dasbe* of rain to look at 
the madness of the waves and the desolation 
they were creating. All the buildings that 
were swept away went down in l«bs than 
thirty minutes after th© waves broke over 
them, and their start in billowy water we* 
witnessed by tbe hundreds who liued the 
shore. 

HENDERSON HAS AN EIGHT-HOUR BLOW.

Henderson, Kr., Feb. 20. -Yesterday's 
Blizzard continued eight hours and sunk sev¬ 
eral Barges loaded with corn. The bridge- 
w-orks were damaged several thousand dol¬ 
lars.

RUN INTO CELLARS.

Frankfort, Feb. 20.— A terrific gale 
passed over the northeastern part of Wood¬ 
ford county yesterday evening between the 
hours of 4 and 5 o'clock, iayiug timber and 
fencing along the track, and totally demol¬ 
ished Grassy Hprings and Green's Creek 
churchy®. Much damage was done to pri¬ 
vate residence® and other buildings in that 
portion of tbe county, and many persons 
were forced to take refuge in cellar® to escape 
l>er»onal injury. 

ONE KILLED AND MANY WOUNDED.

Fairfield, Kv., Feb. 20.— A severe storm 
passed over High Grove, about seveu miles 
from this place, about 4 o'clock yesterday 
evening, leveling fences to the ground, blow¬ 
ing dowu trees and doing great destruction 
in its course. A large tobacco barn belong¬ 
ing to Mr. James Crumo, filled with fine to¬ 
bacco. was demolished. Twenty or thirty 
baud* were iu the barn at tbe time of tbe 
accident, engaged in stripping tobacco. Mr. 
Jesse i. rum©, a sou of tbe proprietor, was 
caught in some heavy timbers and badly 
crushed. He was taken out almost a corps©, 
and has since been reported dead. Mr. 
Lonncy Crume was badly hurt, but uot dan¬ 
gerously. All of tbe other bauds were badly 
bruised, but nouo seriously. 

Youug Crume w as about 21 years of age. 
and was honored and loved by tbe entire 
community. I was unable to ascertain the 
lose, but it will be very heavy. 

Paducah suffers more than she thought. 

I Special to the Courier-Journal,] 
Paducah, Ky., Feb. 20.—Tbe storm 
which visited this place last evening was 
riK/re destructive than indicated in the tele¬ 
gram of lost night. The tobacco warehouse 
of Buckner A Brown and that of Maj. Hall 
were entirely destroyed, as slated. About 
two-.birds of each building went dowu; and 
when it is understood that the Buckner A 
Brown warehouse covered an noroot ground, 
being tho largest sale tobacco warehouse 
iu tho United States, some idea of 
the force of the wavee which tore 
it to pieces enn be imagined. What 
U left standing of these two buildings 
i* au ugly wreck, and likely to go down 
any moment. Another large warehouse 
occupied by Terrell, Rooms A Co., was In¬ 
jured and is now tn an unsafe condition. It 
is filled with several hundred hogsheads of 
tobacco. In addition to these damages, some 
fifteen bouses, mostly small frames, worth 
£2U0 to #1,000, were beaten to pieces and 
draw n out into the river, but they were all 
f >rtuirately unoccupied, owing to the high 
water. One or two other houses which were 
out of the water were also destroyed by tbe 
wind, which blew a gale of seventy miles 
an hour. A part of the tobacco washed from 
the Buckner & Brown warehouse was to¬ 
day found in a pocket below the city, and 
cun be secured in a damaged condition. 

It is estimated that the lo®* here from 
wind and water last night alone will aggre¬ 
gate 1125,006, aud these figures are made 
after calm consideration. 

Tho drowning of several persons is still 
doubtful, though A. i>. Coleman, who went 
across the river hunting, throe young fellows 
uaiued Fickleman were out catching drift¬ 
wood, anil an unknown woman and two 
children who were carried off in a small flat- 
boat are missing. None of tbe parties have 
to-day beeu heard of. The idea is genera) 
that they are lost. The news to-day show* 
that tbe storm did greater damage at a later 
hour than its destructive work was com¬ 
mitted at this place to tho town of Metropo¬ 
lis, Ill., 12 miles below this place, and the 
villages of New Liberty, III., and 8mitb- 
iaud, Ky., some 12 miles above ou the Ohio. 

At Metropoh*, tbo river frout of which 
place is all under water, quite a number of 
houses, mostly frame, were dashed to pieces, 
while the McCawley House, the host hotel of 
the town, was gutted and the several man¬ 
ufactories iu the northern part of the place 
wracked to a more or Jess extent. Many 
narrow’ escape* from loss of life were made, 
but so far a® known iioone met death. It is 
stated by reliable parties from that place 
that the damage and losses to the people of 
Metropolis will aggregate #I5U.00l>. 
Capt. J. C. Wilds, a prominent citi¬ 
zen, had his leg badly broken at 
tho thigh by a falliug piece of timber. 

In the village of New Liberty about forty 
bouses stood ad in tho deep water district, 
and over half uf these were swept away. 
They were small buildings and uot vory val¬ 
uable. At Southland thirty houses were 
washed away or were wrecked, and there 
were some miraculous escapes from but no 
death*. The buildings were only partially 
•occupied. Tbe Smith land loss will aggregate 
about #20,000 and fall heavily upon that al¬ 
ready tadly afflicted town. 

’—~ ABOVE AND BELOW EVANSVILLE.

Evansville, Feb. 90.—The river com¬ 
menced falling bore about midnight of the 
lUth, and ha* receded seven-oighths of an 
inch up to 11:30 f*. M, The deetructlve of 
ftete of Tuesday'* storm are being rapidly 
brought to light. Tbe relief-boat IsAbella, 
which went down the river thi» morutng, 
brought back most disastrous tiding* of prop¬ 
erty Irat, consultng of houses, barns, tene¬ 
ments, corn-crib* and corn, but fortunately 
no loa® of life, although it is reported from 
Henderson. Ky., t'nat a dtvelling-bouse 
parsed down the river at 11 o'clock Tuesday 
night, from which cries for oseistance were 
heard, but w hich oould not lie rendered ow¬ 
ing to the condition of the river. 

Tho people of Henderson took a lively in¬ 
terest in Indiana sufferers from th© storm, 
appropriating money and clotbiug and a 
Boat to go to the aul of tho*© known to be in 
di&trr**. Some idea may be obtained from tb© 
force of the gale w hen the steamer Isabella 
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ind State Seoator Rahtn, a large property 
awtier In Union township, report the total 
destruction of eighty *tbreo bou*©«. barn* 
and stables, between this point and Diamond 
Island, a distance of twenty-threo niile*, 
and all the territory in tlmt unfortunato 
township has not yet been visited. Your re¬ 
porter weut up the river on the Grace 
Morris, tbo eecond steamer s?nt out by 
Evansville Relief Committee. The numlier 
of bui.ding* destroyed between this city and 
Jones' Landing. Ky.. twenty-one imlos 
above here, though not so large, will au^rc* 
gate a greater value, as most of them were 
better improvements. 

On some of the Kentucky fnrms there is 
not a building remaining. Tbi< occurs on 
on the Dixon, Atkinson, Mrs. Bryant and 
the Wright places. It was impossible to as- 
curtain the number of buildings destroyed 
on your si€* of the river, as there was no one 
on the boat who knew the number on each 
farm. 

At the Stansberry farm, on Green-river 
Ihlnnd, the cook, a woman, was drowned, 
and the negresa who lelt Sculfletowu in a 
skiff just before the storm to go to the Gold¬ 
en farm is missing. They have not been. 

. heard from up to this time. The relief boat 
left 8cuffletown at 3 o'clock to-day. 

A Mr*. 8mttb. living at the mouth of 
Green river, and a young man and boy were 
drowned. They had been in the city making 
purchase*, and started home in a skiff short¬ 
ly before the storm caiue up. Tho skiff and 
provisions were found among the debris in 
front of the city to-day, having beeu 
washed ashore here. 

The storm on tho Indiana 6liore was not as 
destructive, os tho w inds were blowing off¬ 
shore. 

No possible-estimate can be made at this 
time of tho loss suttniridl by the storm. 

REPORTS FROM CHARLOTTE, N. C. 
Charlotte, N. C . Feb. 20.—T\*mty-fiv© 
bou r es in tho Philadelphia settlement were 
leveled by the cyclone. Tho bodies of three 
white men and eleven colored have been re¬ 
covered. Search is making for others be¬ 
lieved to be killed. At Pioneer Mills, Ca¬ 
barrus county, six houses ware blown 
down and a colored woman killed. 

At Woodward's a uegro and his wife 
were killed. At Wlnsboro three negroes aud 
an aged white lady,Mrs.Sterilng,were killed. 
Mr*. Sterling’s son and daughter were blown 
from tho house into a tree. 

At Polkton, N, C., the wife of F. M. Gray 
was killed by the falling of tho house. At 
Concord two brick residences were partly 
demolished, and 150,000 damage was done 
at Chester, 8. C. 

FROM WILMINGTOH, X. C. 

Wilmington, Feb. 20.— A special to the 
gfar says: “At Rockingham a cyclone 
struck a village* on the outskirts, destroying 
15 bouse*, killing 23 persons mid wounding 
many more. Saverul colored people were 
also killed ou the Pecdee river. At.Manly 
and Keyser the cyclone destroyed every¬ 
thing. Near Lilllngton, Harnett couuty. 

N. C., six persons were killed." 

THE frTOHM GENERAL IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Columbia, 8. C., Feb. 20.— Specials to 
the Doily Rrjitter indicate that the norm 
was feurful throughout the State. At Ches¬ 
ter the Baptist and colored churches were 
blown down, the Presbyterian church tower 
and bell blown a hundred feet. The cotton¬ 
seed oil mill buildings were partially 
demolished and many private residences 
and business houses damaged. The Jn*s is 
estimated at $50,000. At D. D. Dickert's 
plantation, Newbury county, a hundred 
acres of original forest was swept away. 
St. MatthewS Lutheran church was blown 
down and William H. Ellis’ residence 
earned off, and ho and his child 
seriously Injured. All tbo planta¬ 
tions were badly damaged. Several 
largo flr^* were observed in the track of the 
tbirm. ChnppeU's Station was swept away, 
and not a bouse left. Tbo wife and child of 
i too. T. Reed ware badly hurt. Mrs. Rosalie 
Simpkins had an arm broken, and a colored 
man his skull crushed. John Beurrey's resi- 
dunce was destroyed, and his wife and child 
hurt. Mrs. David M. Dickert had her 
hkull fractured. C. M. Shafford, 
postmaster at Baseman, W. Heed, 
and one or two other* were in the eecond 
story of Heed’s store, aud Sbufford was 
kill *«1. Bozeman had an arm and leg 
broken, and Hoed his arm and rib broken. 
The others were more or less cut up. Eight 
loaded cars standing on tbe track were car¬ 
ried 40 yards und torn to piece*. A rnau, 
womau aud chil l are reported killed at An¬ 
derson. In the lower part of Clarendon 
count}* James Cabbage and Ben Bagget's 
child were killed. In Darlington couuty 
the dwelling of K. W. Boyd was destroyed 
and himself seriously injured, and two ne 
groes killed. The dwelling of Mr. White, 
u-ar Darlington CourX-hoiwe, was blown 
down and himself and wife killed. Mrs. 
C. Edwards was seriously injured in the 
fall of her house. Six persons are known 
to have been killed in the county and flf 
teen wounded. Serious loss of life and 
property are reported in the vicinity of 
Williamsburg county. Tho loss of property 
everywhere is very great. 

LOSS OF LIKE IN ALABAMA. 

Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 20.—A cyclone 
swept through the Cobaba valley ye*tenlay 
at noon. It is reported 13 were injured in 
the community. At Leeds the cyclone 
►wept away the section-house of tho rail¬ 
road, killing tbroo negroes. An old white 
couple named Bass was seriously in 
jured. Three miles south of Lee<l* tho 
house of John Poole was blown away, 
and the son, daughter and child of a tenant 
instantly killed. Poole, his wife and four 
children were very badly Injured. The resi¬ 
dence and premises of Dr. W. F. Wright, 
railroad contractor, were demolished. 'The 
body of Dr. Wright's mother was found 
hundred and twenty-Gvo yards from the 
house, fearfully mangled. Annie, Jennie, 
Thomas, James and Edward, the children of 
Dr. Wright, have arms or legs bro¬ 
ken. Harriet McGrow, cook, was killed 
Of twenty-four curt*, two wagons and 
three horses on the place, nothing roiuaiued 
but tho carcass of one horse. The house oc¬ 
cupied by M. McLaughlin was blown away 
and McLaughlin badly hurt. A neighbor 
J. P. Landrum, wife aud daughter, ail had 
legs broken. The house of a man named 
Kerr took fire and was blown away. Mrs 
Kerr was fatally injured. The railroad for 
several hundred yards was thickly strewn 
w ith debris, delaying train*. 

Later intelligence but adds to the horror* 
of tbo woeful story. William Wesson, aged 
34, near Kerr’s Gap, was killed, and George 
Davis, a boy on the Poole place', was killed. 
Miles of forest in the Cahaha valley wero 
loyeled by the storm. The bodies of strange 
row* were found around Leeds. In many 
places the ground is as clear of stone as if 
carefully swept. Stumps of trees bear tho 
marks of flying rocks. There is absolutely 
nothing to indicate where Dr. Wright’s 
residence and outhouses stood. John Poole 
died of his injuries at Leeds. Many wires 
are down.

nMxDlRON, Feb. 20.—Mrs. Hulley, a prom¬ 
inent lady of Switzerland countv, was 
drowned in the flood ia*t night. The dam¬ 
age by tha wind h#re last night wn« heavy. 
at Cairo and points above. 

Cairo, ill.. Feb. 20 —The storm of yes¬ 
terday did no damage ho re, although the 
velocity of the wind at one time u n* bo miles 
an hour. At Metropolis it blew down about 
40 houses, including one church, and 
injuring several people, but so fur 
a* learned none fatally. Among the 
iujured is Capt. J. C. Willis, who had 
Pis leg broken. Keports art* very meager. 
It is also reported that several were »uppo>*d 
to be lost from boats and skiff*, but tu© re¬ 
port is not substantiated. No damage i* 
r-ported at Mound City.

Mound City i* stUl out 
and will pull through At Metropolis n tele¬ 
gram report* From street covered with debris 
from the demolished houses caused by yes¬ 
terday's storm.

••Well, 1 felt that the colore l people of tho 
city ought to b© in sackcioih and ariie* and 
praying, instead of going to the polls, and 
w hen 1 went on thu street and *awr in© blood 
of those men my heart was full of grief. I 
knew them all from boyhood. Then I saw 
men that were armed, and didn't know w hat 
might be the result. « onsequriitlv 1 didn't go 
to tbo polls at all." Tiie witness fur¬ 
ther described the sentiment of the 

colored people a* he hud gathered 

it in intercourse with them. He generally 
saui, in effect, "If I can’t go to the polls ex¬ 
cept uu ler lend and powder I won't go at 
all." Further cro^-examiued by Mr. 

Vance, he iusisted Uut th© crowd of colored 
|eopl© was campi*j»ed in part of women and 
children. The lailure of tn© colored people 
lo vute was not tb© result of any utdors 
reorive-t Hum any source, to id* knowledge.

THE DAY’S EVIDENCE SUMMARIZED 


The Asylum Investigation Committee be- 
gan it* session at Alexander’s Hotel j ester- 
day raorniug at the usual hour of 10 o’clock. 
The first witness pul upou the stand was Mr. 
Edmund lietjisld. His evidence was deliv- 
erod in a rambling sori of a prepared speech, 
in what was intended to be a very dramatic 
and impressive manner. He was a dis¬ 
charged patient, and testified as follows: 

'*1 am a re>ideut of Louisville, and am a 
foreman in the wood-working department of 
B. F. Avery’s plow factory. After being 
placed in the Anchorage Asylum, and going 
through what I have iu the last twenty-six 
monthb. I believe I cau stand anything. I

when ho fell in the hands of Mr. Brass, that 
if the world could staad it i could. 1 have 
been through four courts, and yet 1 never 
was able until to-day to Lave oue fair bear¬ 
ing. 1 have been among my friends, aud 
my enemies were the only ones w ho gave me 
respectable treatment. 1 want to know if 
niy evidence will be takon like that of any 
other citizeu, or will it bo taken with grains 
of allowance as that of a discharged lunatic.' 1 

He was answered that he would be given 
a fair beariug, and proceeded: 

“When 1 went out to the asylum ou the 
last day of 1863 I was assigned to ward No. 
2. I was then hardly to be called sun© or 
insane. I ruuieiubur I was searched by the 
attendants, and 1 asked them what the devil 
they expected to find as they had searched 
mo twice already. 1 had a bath first, aud 
then went into the large room at Anchorage, 
where 1 parsed my first night with the 
lunatics. 1 remember shortly after dark an 
old man rose up, supped off his chains and 
began cursing. 1 tnought he was the devil 
at first, and I sat up iu bed and began hiss¬ 
ing, when he ceased at once. 

“After 1 had been iu tue ward u short time 
1 saw that the men whom 1 at first thought 
sane were epileptic patients. They are tue 
worst class there. They can 

TaKX DUCKING BETTER 
than anybody else, and they aru also ready 
to assist the keepers ducking everybody else. 
This ducking was a daily practice, ami it is 
nonsense to say that Dr. Gain knew nothing 
of it. Up to Jansen's death it was the 
commonest of occurranee*. 1 saw one pa¬ 
tient thrown down and dragged oue buudred 
feet with a rope around bis ankles till he 
promised to behave himself. Another 
man wan horribly mutilated, and the excuse 
was that it was done to save Uio attendant’s 
life. This was George Maddox. I used to 
think be w&i a perfect fieud. He u *<1 to 
curse and swear every day, but under Baker 
ire did somew hat better. If the ward had 
been kept under Baker 1 am satisfied it 
would have been decently keot. 1 became 
acquainted with ail the workings of the insti¬ 
tution, for I was an especial pet aud under 
the eye of the autocrat. Dr. Gale, who often 
(old me that if there was ever a man who 
was treated kindly 1 was the one. 1 worked 
as hard for six mouths ns if 1 received a sal- 
urv. 1 dug post-holes aud built fences; I 
made coffins fur lunatics who died or w ere 
killed by cruelty; l made beds, and did a 
thousand other things, for which 1 received 
nothing. 

“I was amused at Dr. Speed’s rejiort, 
which is universally laughed at in every 
ward in the asylum. 1 don’t know him, but 

he must be 

A MIQHTT GULLIBLE MAR 
to be so easily fooled. I won’t detract any¬ 
thing from Dr. Gale’s ability to feed 000 pa¬ 
tients on what had formerly been required 
for 400. 1 say right here that the patieuts 

don't get roast beef anti other delicacies to 
eat, nor fare as well a* Dr. Gale. He would 
make an excellent steward to beautify the 
grounds, but be is no more fit to be the head 
doctor with all the power he possessed than 
was Miss Virginia Penny. When he learned 
that I intended to get a writ of habeas corpus 
he shut me up in a dark room, and do 
nounced mo in this city as a dangerous luna 
tic. In less than three weeks thereafter he 
said I was as well a» I trvur was.” 

The witnebs here read from the plead mgs 
he had prepared to obtain hta liberation. 

“For evory patient that Dr. Galo dis¬ 
charges cured, death discharges four. Doe* 
no know what madness is? I will answer in 
the words of Dr. Erwin, that iusanitr is 
something whose nature can not be exactly 
ascertained. How are the patients treated 
after they are cured? If they have influence 
with Dr. Gale they are dLcbargod very soon, 
but if they are poor they are kept there a 
year, while their families may bo starving 
for food.” 

The witness was here interrupted by Mr. 
Walker, who stated that be wanted him to 
abbreviate his testimony by leaving out ar¬ 
guments and confining himself to facta 
which hud occurred. 11a agreed to this, and 
said that he would say a few words about 
the public balls given the patients. He said 
that the patients danced till 9 o’clock, and 
then were packed off to bed like bad chil¬ 
dren. Then the fun bogan for the attend¬ 
ants, who wore furnbhed wine, cake and 
fried chickens, though the patients never re¬ 
ceived such delicacies. 

The witness was asked it he bad ever as¬ 
sisted in ducking a patient, and said that he 
hurt not, but hud witnessed il about four 
times. 

“Did it over do any good?” whs asked. 
“Never. It was usually administered for 
fighting or such ether faults.” 

“Did you ever see a towel bath?” 

”1 never did.” 

“You epoke about chains. Did you over 
see a patient wear Ibemf” 

‘•Yew. 1 know on** old man who did. He 
became »o fond of the churns which he had 
worn so long that ho hated to give them up. 
He we** not violent. 1 often assisted iu tap¬ 
ping whisky barrels for the use of the 
attendant* after the bal.» w»\j*e over. The»e 
balls began about 7MO o’clock and con¬ 
tinued till about 10, as far as the patients 
w«?re concerned. Tho attendants staved till 
*:.;u or 0 o’clock, as l know, from having 
*** n tbsin leave. 1 sat up at my window 
and watched till then. I 

have often witnessed gambling, 
but 1 wouldn’t like to toll on the players. I 
have known as high a* $4, $5 and to be 
up iu one game, and somo of the attendants 
would leave the table. 1 wouldn’t like to 
say who, as they are my friends. I saw n 
good deal of playiug. One time Dr. Klley 
Io*l $19. and somutimos ho won. tSo far as 
1 saw Dr, < ml* ho was personally vt*ry 
kiud and always treated me well. 1 never 
saw him play looker, though I have heard of 
ils being done. J have seen him play a so¬ 
cial gam© with the |«tients. 

•*Dr. Gale never examined me, but I saw 
him once a week. 1 often had conversation 
with bun while 1 was at work, and in the 
ward. The doctor stirs around u great 


deal. 1 saw a man named Tingley ducked. 
Tho way they go about this depends on tho 
strength of the patient. I have seen n§ 
many kb five or six requited to aid the at¬ 
tendant. 1 saw four men ducked at one 
time. I saw Maddox ducked, and others. 
The men who are ducked swallow a great 
deal of water, which they throw up after¬ 
wards. Then tLioy begin* pleading, and usu¬ 
ally promise to do what the attendants re¬ 
quire. Ducking dost not have a toothing 
effect, but the patients nre afraid of more, 
and usually behave themselves uwuile. it 
is always administered as a punishment. 
The four men who were ducked had been 
fighting.” 

“When I worked I got three meals a day 
in wiuter. and when I won in tba ward 1 got 
two. I needed less when in tho ward than 
when at work. There was plenty of food 
giveu, whether there were two or three 
meals a day. 1 was under special diet once 
or twice, but I didn't like it. Dr. Erwin 
never neglected his duties toward me. 
Nothing more occurred with him, so far as I 
know, than might have happened with any 
other physician. I have seen attendants 
dnnk the jiatienU’ whisky, but I do not 
know that any complaint was made to Dr. 
Erwin or Dr. Gale. While 1 was at tho 
asylum 1 was never cautioned to say nothing 
about the poker games. The boys trusted 
me, and they generally could in a square 
thing.” 

On being cross-examined the witness said 
that bis grievance against Dr. Gale was that 
ho had not been discharged from the asylum 
as soon as he hud been promised. He had 
never seen Dr. Gale at a ducking, but had 
hoard the attendants say that he had ordered 
them to do it. lie baa never known of a 
patient dying at the asylum from any injury 
received from his own hands or from the 
bunds of others 

Mr. J. D. Campbell was the next witness. 
He testified that be had formerly been an at¬ 
tendant at the asylum about 18 months. He 
said: 

A MINISTER’S SUFFERINGS. 

“Mr. McDonald, the preacher, was under 
ray charge fora long time. I bid charge of 
hiin when he received a fall from the porch, 
which was about five feet high. I saw him 
when he fell, aud picked him up. 1 put him 
iu a bod in the ward, and he then complained 
of bciug hurt ai*out the hips. I called Dr. 
Gale, who visited him and manipulated the 
patient's leg. He said he could not we that 
there was anything the matter. Dr. Ramsey 
was present, and also examined him, but 
could not detect that anything was the mat¬ 
ter. Some time afterward the patient took 
a diarrhea and was prescribed for, but it 
did him no good. Dr. Gale theu prescribed 
for him. Dr. Erwin saw the patient after¬ 
ward, but wiu'n 1 tol i him hr. Galo had giv¬ 
en a prescription he remarked: ‘If hobos pre¬ 
scribed, * • 1 won’t have anything to do 
with him.’ When Dr. Galo heard of this lie 
said that Mr. McDonald was a pay patient 
and should be well treated or he would know 
the reason why. Dr. Erwin then prescribed 
for him. Dr. Gale ordered him to receive 
the best of attention from the nurses, and I 
think if ever a man was cared for he wan. 
One of the uttendunts, usually myself, 
slept with him. He received a bath 
whenever it was necessary, and his bed¬ 
clothes were changed when required. One 
time we took him from a bath, and when in 
bis room he stood up with his full weight on 
his leg. He used to carry it as if it were 
badly hurt, and complained of it paining 
him. 

HK WAS EXAMINED THOROUGHLY 
by Dr. Erwin and I think Dr. Ramsey. I 
examined bun once, and 1 thought probably 
one of his logs won shorter than the other. 

I couldn’t tell for certain, but I measured 
them bv putting the two together. He 
might have been lying in a crooked position. 
He was only taken In the w ard about three 
hours, after which be was taken back into the 
hospital ward and put in bed. One time Dr. 
Erwin ordered him put in a chair ns he said 

ild havo bed sores unless he wit up. 

1 don’t know how long Lie stayed up, but 
it could not havo been a great 
while, lie wauled to go hack to bed. In 
my opinion he received excellent attention. 
Dr. Gale himself came to see him sevor.tl 
times and examined him I stripped him 
often for examination. A prescription was 
filled for him which we rubbed on him. It 
was to prevent laid a-tree. The skin broke on 
his elbows, and there* were blue marks on bis 
hips, which indicated more. I can’t say 
whether be received proper medicai atten¬ 
tion or not, but he was frequently visited, 
aud, as far a» I know, received good treat¬ 
ment. I don’t know that an effort was ever 
ma le to set the fracture, but the leg was 
frequently manipulated. As far as Dr. Gale 
was concerned I think he did everything 
that he could, but Dr. Er a’in used to he a 
little snappish over his calls. When Dr. 
Erwin refused to pre«crit«e for McDonald I 
reported it at ome to Dr Gale, and he a as 
soon attended to. When Mr. McDonald wns 
made to stand up, it seemed a* if bis legs 
were able to support his weight. 

MISB WAT iNtu'8 CRUELTY. 

“While 1 was at the asylum I heard my 
wife speak of some violence iu one of 
the female wards. 1 think the attendant 
was Mis* Wagoner and the patient was Mrs. 
Rice. My wife Maul that she choked the pa¬ 
tient till she was purple in the face and the 
froth ran out of * her month. I did not re¬ 
peat it, because I thought it would be gotten 
at anyhow. The closer a man keeps bis 
mouth at nn institution of that kind the 
better it is for him. If it had been more 
serious I mu hi have mentioned it. 1 have 
heard that Mis* Wagoner was a little high 
strung. I Jo not know tbnt Dr. Gale knew 
of this 1 beliove I would have done right in 
reporting her, but I thought it non© of toy 
business to report anything on the female 
side. If Dr. Gale had known of it bo would 
have discharged her and there would have 
been bad feeling toward me. The Doctor 
used often to vUit the ward iu which I wa». 
Ho would stop and talk to tho patients, some¬ 
times for a long and sometime* for a short 
tune. 

“The cooking was done in the kitchen, and 
taken up to the wards. Each ward had a 
dining-room, aud the patient* were marched 
in to the tahlo. If one were sick, the food, 
usually special diet, wns brought from the 
kitchen aud carried to the patient by an at¬ 
tendant. When one needed food between 
meals it was given to him. When a basket 
or box was sent to a patient it was taken to 
the ward attendant, who gave it out when 
desired. I often nnd a box sent to one pa¬ 
tient, and I was told to help myself to any¬ 
thing 1 wauted. All passed through the 
doctor’s hands, end if anything were uot 
suitable for the patient it was withheld with¬ 
out his knowledge. This wan g<*un©rnlly 
liquor, and on two or three occasions I know 
of port wine being sent and withheld for 
a while. I think 

DR. RAMSAY USED TO DRINK 
a little too much. He was a little, tbin man 
when he came, and he took in a great deal 
o( flesh before he left. I hove often seen him 
have too much. He has offered me a drillk 
of some spocinl old aoplejack In the dining¬ 
room, .which I refused. His dlinking was 
excessive. An attendant named I Hinge- 
worth, from England, used otten to drink 
too much. Have often seen him carry 
whisky to bis ward. Ou on** occasion I found 
him with a key iu my drug-ca**, trying to 
unlock it. He was much excited. a id had a 
bunch of fortv or fifty key*. He wanted to 
know if I bod any whisky tor him, but I told 
him that I find noc. A patient told me once 
that llliugsworth wa* acting mighty queer. 
I went up aud found him drunk ns a ta-mt. 
Un another occasion he was still worse, and 
Dr. Ramsey examined him and said he had 
Ixnm taking a little chloral After he got 
over it be said lie had taken what I consider 
a big dose for a sane man. I Ulngs worth re¬ 
mained there, after I first saw him drunk, a 
month and a had or two mouths, lie cam© 
her- in the spring or early summer, 1 'and 1 
think he resigned or was discharged on ac¬ 
count of drunkenness, i did 

NOT REPORT HIS DRINKING 
to Dr. Gale, but I told Dr. Ramsey. On 
several occasion* others got drunk aud were 
•uncharged. Mr. T. IV. Muoru was one of 
these. 1 believe. I often saw him under the 
influence of liquor, i did not report it to 
Dr. Gale. A little fel^iw. Dr. Lind ley, used 
to take on too much, an l he won discharged. 
He was there three months or longer, ifo 
was supervisor, and had charge of the drug- 
room There wib another, Utorgeiisllnhui*, 
who used to get drunk, and one time i*>me 
of the boys blacked hi* face, lie wo-* dis¬ 
charged. He was a sort of ouutde attend¬ 
ant. The employes weie the oni"» who 
blacked his fact*. He got drunk prulty 
often. I think Dr. Gale knew of 
hi* getting drunk. I have heard 
of attendants drtokiug whisky prescribed 
for pa:nuits. Mr. iliiugswortii was out* of 
these, wild about all that 1 can remember. 
Boride* these 1 have mentioned there was a 
highfalutin’ sort of fellow wno used to wear 
a silk shirt. Li** was one of the farm bauds. 
I have been in the drug-room and have seen 
employes bring in prescriptions for whisky. 
I saw some dail ies there once, and some did 
not have prescriptions. 1 think the liquor 
was give to men who bad been hard at work. 
I havo hoard of card-playiug for money, but 
1 know nothing of it to tuy own kuowiedgo. 


1 never reported it to Dr. Gale, but on one 
occasion he told me that card-playing was 
against the rules. 

“I uevor saw a man ducked at tho asylum 
while I was there. I was in charge of the 
receiving ward. I never saw a towel bath. 

I had from thirty to thirty-eight aud forty 
patients in my charge.” 

Upon cross-examination the witness was 
subjected to a long series of pointless ques¬ 
tions. He had been approached bv Mr. T. 
W. Moore, the attendant whom he had men¬ 
tioned before a* being discharged, who had 
told him that he was wanted to testify in 
this case. He bad a.*ked bun what testimony 
he would give, nod had intimated to witness 
that he would receive compensation for tha 
time he would lose by being summoned. 
Mr. Moore bad caused witness to infer that 
he would receive compensation for the 
trouble ho was taking. He bad told him 
lost night that he wanted witness to speak 
out iu bis testimony. 

Campbell resigned bis position in the asy¬ 
lum some months ago, and is now keeping a 
saloon on West Main street. 

DR. gale's affidavit. 

The next witness put upon the stand was 
Mr*. Emma Ochs. She testified that her 
husband had been in the asylum about five 
years. He is ntill there, she thinks, and she 
frequently visit* the asylum. Ehe had been 
allowed to me her husband two years ago. 
.She had ofton requested permission to >eu 
him, but had been refused on the ground that 
he was too violent. Dr. Gale had treated 
her roughly ou two different occasions, re¬ 
fusing to allow her to seo her husband on 
any account. One lima when she w ent he 
saw her, and gave the attendant no peace 
till she was admitted. That was the only 
time pbe shad teen allow ed to see him for 
four years, although she had understood that 
be wav able to bo at work and was taking 
his meals in the dining-room. 

Dr. Gfje had mad* an affidavit that Mr. 
Ochs wan dead, but she hud been given no 
notice either of his death or burial. She hud 
received the affidavit about two year* ago, 
and Hince that she had received nvirsl no¬ 
tices and postal-cards to the effect that the 
patient was still living ami hi* general health 
was better The la»t ]>o*ial card was re¬ 
ceived by her two wcoksago. Hhe had never 
received a letter from her husband in all the 
time be had been confined there, though be 
was able to write. 

Upon cross-examination the witness stated 
that Dr. Gale had told her that he would 
come to town and make tho affidavit that 
hsr husband was dead and buried. Ho did 
•o, and|ihe next day sent her a postal card 
stating that her husband win rosily living. 
The affidavit was for the purpose of securing 
her a pension, and was umde before Col. 

C arr. She had no idea bow Dr. Gale came 
to make such a mistake. 

Upon the conclusion of Mrs. Ochs’testi¬ 
mony, the con turn too adjourned for dinner 
till 3:30 o'clock. 

TESTIMONY OF HUGH BARCLAY, JR. 

The only witness introduced in the after¬ 
noon was Mr. Hugh mrclay, the Russellville 
bankor, whose relatives had him incarcer¬ 
ated in the asylum from March 9, 1881, to 
August 19, 1883 Tho affair created 

a great sensation at the time, 
both in this city aud in Russellville. 
Mr. Ban-lav was prostrated with a paralytic 
stroke then which made him unable to 
speak, or it is scarcely probable that be could 
have ever been incarcerated as lie was. He 
it not yet recovered from its effrbts, and his 
testimony was delivered in a very labored 
manner and a voice scarcely audible at a few 
feet's distance. His story was lold with such 
clearness and precision that it made a power¬ 
ful iniprevion upon every one, aud at once 
stumped him a* the most, important witness 
vet introduced. His testimony was as fol¬ 
low*: 

AMONG THE LUNATICS. 

“My name is Hugh Barclay, Jr., and my 
occupation is that of a banker. I live sit 
Russellville. Before my incarceration at 
Auciioragt* 1 wa* first Cashier and then 
President of the I^ogan County National 
Bank. I wa- -ont to the asylum on the 9th 
of March, 1881. aud i remained there for 
over a year. When I got out I was released 
on a writ of habeas corpu*. which was triod 
befon* Judge Plrtte. As to tho question 
whether I was sane or iin.ane at the time. I 
must answer that a niuu can not usually de¬ 
cide thus# things for imuseif. 1 believe that 

I Wa* PERFECTLY SANK 
while at the a*vluiu. I talked with twenty 
or more convalescent patients, all of whom 
knew that thev were cared. Without ex¬ 
ception there was a blank iu their memories, 
they being unable to recoil what happened 
during thoir demented period. Now I ru- 
mcniber everything which occurred during 
the whole period of my stay at the asylum, 
and I can not think that l was deranged. 
The cause of mv paralytic stroke I think 
nr as overwork and too much indulgence in 
stimulants. Rennie* attending to tho bank, 

I bar* always had the management of about 
four estate*, aud the care they required was 
too grant a strain. 

“When I was at the asylum I was in ward 
No. 34. The attendant at first was a man 
named Bob Howard, a resident of this county. 
He was succeeded by a man named Roach, 
and he in turn by auuibvr named GUtis. I 
asked Dr. Erwin a number of times if he 
could not do something to benefit my leg. He 
and Dr. Gale wanted to give me a prepara¬ 
tion of strychnine end phosphorus, but. i told 
them that I thought 1 had taken enough of 
such stuff already, and they said nothing 
more about it. Dr. Erwin then tried a bath 
in warm water, but after keepiug it up for 
months it did me n > good. A young physic¬ 
ian named Dr. Alexander gave me nn idea to 
have one of the tendons of my leg cut, and I 
wanted Dr. Gale to do this but be refused. 
When I went to Indianapolis for treatment 
after my iei«*e this, wa* the first thing that 
wa* done for me. and in cou&equeuce I was 
soon able to walk. 

DUCKINGS OCCURRED ALMOST DAILY. 

‘Tursonallr,the treatment which I received 
was kind. My physical condition prevented 
mo from witnessing the ducking*, but 1 
heard of them almost daily. They were id- 
way- administered a* ptini«hmuni.s, and uot 
medicinally. 1 never heard the slightest in¬ 
timation Mint it was doue as a remedy. X 
remember ono instance in which a poor boy, 
named Julius A lion, was ducked for refusing 
to take somo medicine. Hu was perfectly 
harmless, and moroof an idiot than a luna¬ 
tic. The attendant called Dr. Riley in to 
assist hi in, and after it wa* over remarked 
that the Doctor woe u good hand to duck. I 
knew of many epileptics being ducked for 
lighting, and this was always done as a pun¬ 
ishment. Oue irate four who bad boeu 
fighting were ducked at the same time. 

DR. GALE REFUSES TO QUIT Ht* GAME. 

“The only nmol over knew of any neglect 
on the part of the physician* wa* once when 
Dr. Riley prescribed for a man named 
Roach. He intended to give him a tea-poou- 
ful of iodide of potash three times a .lay, 
but wrote tablespoonful in* toad. The over¬ 
dose produced iodivm, and about dark 
Roach'* throat began swelling very rapidly. 
Dr. Aloxander, a young physician in the 
ward, said that this was n very bad sign, 
and 1 had the attendant to send for a docior. 
Dr. Erwin and Dr. Riley were both in town, 
and Dr. Gale, who wn* playing cards with 
some oue, refused to coun in. The man's 
throat kept getting woiv>. and Lmd ft not 
been that Df. AJoxaudor had a small card in 
liis pocket w ith tha name- of the antidote* 
for the different poisons ou It, there is no 
telling wma would nave been the conse¬ 
quences. Corn starch was prescribed ns ti.e 
antidote for iodifm. and, bv administering it 
freely. Roach’s throat was somewhat re¬ 
lieved about midnight.” 

HOW HK ESCAPED. 

The witness wo* Asked how he had man¬ 
aged to gut out of the asylum. He replied 
that it wa* through the u-.»«\tarice of parties 
whoso names he did not intend revealing, 
lie used to sit out under tho trees on the 
lawn, and white there mnnaged to slip his 
letters to a friend, wno in turn sent them 
to another. In this way arrangments were 
perfected to obtain hi* iulea-e. 

Witness wa* asked if he liud not. been Al¬ 
lowed to correspond with hi- relatives at the 
same time. He replied that he had, and that 
the letters had to pass through Dr. ••ale * 
hands Ho generally had plenty of taffy iu 
them in consequence. 

“Did any of thus© letter* reach their des¬ 
tination, Mr. Barclay?” inquired a member 
of the committal*. 

“That depended upon thu amount of taffy 
for Dr. Gale which they had in them,” wns 
tho riinrp rejoiuer, which set everybody in a 
roar. 

Witness stated that the food, except upon 
a few occasion*, wa- good and wholesome. 
There wa- nnouch at the mush, but they 
were too long apart for patient*, who ate 
only twice u day. The pay patient* were 
treated no bettor, ho thought, than the char¬ 
ity ones. Col. Buford was in the same ward 
with him. and, If anything, he got better 
treatment and better food, though not a pay 
patient. He thought theru wa* a great deal 
of imposition on weak •minded pati<*uLs. an 1 
that they were treated like brute-. He had 
often seen tb© attendant*, and even Dr. 
Gale, put their bands oa a patient’s shoulder 


and say. “1 wouldn't take a quarter for this 
patient.” 

“1 often asked Dr. Gale to release me,” 
continued Mr. Barcaly, “but he always re¬ 
fused. He treated me rather coldly. I 
asked him wbnt wa* the matter w ith mu. but 
he would not »uy. When 1 pressed him to 
tall me what (tarlicular hallucination I had. 
he remarked that I was too proud. 1 asked 
how long I had bean that way, and he said 
all my life. 1 told him that if ho thought a 
man 

COULD BE BORN CRAXY 
I had nothing more to say. I often attended 
the ball* with Col. Buford, who usually re¬ 
mained to help me back to the ward. We 
were permitted to slay longer than the other 
patients. I never saw the atteudanU pro¬ 
vided with anv tine lunches. Dr. Gale never 
examined me with regard to my mental con¬ 
dition. 1 sent for him once to have him ex¬ 
amine me with regard to my physical condi¬ 
tion. Don’t think anv of the other physi¬ 
cians ever examined me. 1 simply stayed at 
the asylum aud received no treatment of any 
kiml. for either my paralysis or mental de¬ 
rangement.” 

Witness stated that be bad asked once or 
twice for wine, which bad been very kindly 
given him. He had not used more than half, 
because bu did not like to drink when an at¬ 
tendant was standing by without asking hitn 
to join. They always did. Witness said 
that a* his nanny would be probably doubted, 
be would like to produce the affidavits of bis 
physicians, under whose treatment he had 
been for over nine months. Fermiksiou to 
do so was granted, aud bu then read the fol¬ 
lowing:

M. L>.. who 
are the proprietors of the National Surgical In¬ 
stitute at Indianapolis. Ind., and J. C. Minich, 
M. l>., and F. H. Parker, who are physicians 
employed in said institution, all of whom are 
personally known, and who being by me first 
sworn, depo.e and say Hugh Barclay. Jr. has 
been under our care and treatment for paralysis 
since January 'S7. 1883. aud we hare aeon said 
Barclay almost daily since said <lata up to tne 
pre-ent time, and we state unhesitatingly that 
w«- have ditoovered no evidence of inaanity in 
said Barclay and that we belDve him to be per 
fectly nane. Aod further each of nffi ints on his 
oath declares that he never told Philander W. 
Barclay nor any one ri»e that said Hugh Bar¬ 
clay was a dangerous Inn tic of any description.

1 have also the affida 
vits here of Messrs. Gflli* and Howard, two 
of tuy attendants in w ard No. 3-1 at the asy¬ 
lum, in which they state that they believe ui© 
to be fiaiie, had never seen any evidences of 
insanity in me. and never beard any one say 
that I was iiisano.”

Tbe roads are recovering rapidly from the 
damaging effects of tbe flood, now the water 
U receding. No broken treaties are reported 
at any point, so trains con run through just 
os Hxin a s tbe tracks are clear of water. 

The Cincinnati Short line left from the 
First-street depot yesterday afternoon, and 
ran through to the Cincinnati depot without 
interruption of any description. 

The Memphis division of the L. and N. re¬ 
ports water on the track at Tennessee river 
sufficient to stop trains.

THE ELOQUENT TRIBUTES. 

Ancient Quinn's Chapel, built forty-nine 
years ago, aud for year* the ouly chureh in 
this city for free-born black*, bad an unu¬ 
sual gathering last evening at the Wendell 
Phillip* memorial moetiug. Itev. U. P. 
Mows presided, with ten Vice President* and 
four Secretaries The Fixth-street Baptist 
choir sang “Steal Away to Jesus,” singing 
with the measured mechanical melody like 
the Jubilee Singer*. Rev. J. D. Smith 
prayed, after which President Kqps said: 

“We have met to pay re»pt*ct to the mem¬ 
ory of one of tbe mightiest minds of .'Amer¬ 
ica, Wendell Phillip*, son of Geo. PhilUjis, a 
Puritan, who came in the May Flower iu 
162U. The same year a Dutch ship landed a 
cargo of African slaves on the James river. 
In \ irginia. The light from Plymouth rock 
has shone over America, Europe, Asia, Af¬ 
rica and the world. It is highly proper to 
meet iu this place, a house built by William 
Paul Quinn, a native of India, a sufferer 
for the principle* of Wendell Phillips. I 
have the honor to introduce Prof. W. T. 
Pej'ton.” 

Prof. Peyton came forward and read with 
the manner of an elocutionist from his man¬ 
uscript: 

4 * i be great men of earth may pass away 
quietly, but they will never be forgotten. 
There are many shams. Wendell Phillip* 
was a great man, a great philanthropist. He 
was noted from tbe day he spoke for Love- 
Joy. His words are undying: ‘I love inex¬ 
pressibly these streets of Boston, over who** 
pavement* my mother held up tenderly my 
baby feet, and if God grauts me time I will 
make them too pure to bear tbe footsteps of 
a slave.’ ” 

The speaker impressively pointed out at 
great length the philantoropical point* of 
Phillips’ career. He wo* followed by Presi¬ 
dent W. J. Simmons, who spoko with 
the stylo of an orator, telling of 
Wendell Phillips’ scholarly attainment* 
from his graduation at Harvard College to 
hi* latest lecture. “As a satirist.” said he, 
“Wendell Phillips equaled Juvenal; as a 
philosopher, he ranks with Aristotle. He 
was as just as Aristides, an honest a* 
Diogenes, as wise a* Solon, a a poetic as 
Horace, as eloquent as Demosthenes, as 
sedurive and accurate as Cicero. He seemed 
to give voice and 1m* to the stones to erv out 
acainst glavery. Farewell, thou master of 
science, art and language; son of the muses, 
child of Minerva, (tod-like apostle of free¬ 
dom. tnou hast gone to join the galaxy of 
great lights who ha*e advanced before thee 
into tho realms of tho just, and now, like 
shooting meteors in tbe sky, have left behind 
tbe most brilliant light, woich shall not fade 
till the sky shall pa»s away and time shall 
cease to bu. ” 

Tbe >peaker was rapturously applauded. 
Gen. James A. Ekin was introduced, but 
excused himself, tho hour being 10:30. 
ho made a complimentary allusion to his 
last visit to Quinn’s chapel at thu Morton 
monument fund meeting. After a tribute 
to Wendell Phillijie ho closed with Longfel¬ 
low’s lines; 

“Live* of great men all remind u*.” eta 

Rev. J. L. H. 8were* said: “After great 
witnesses have spoken sutnetomee a little fel¬ 
low gives the heaviest testimony. 1 offer 
evidence that Wendell Phillips was right. 
Death is not always sad, it i» often grand.

Taylor P. Wells, i Well-known River Pilot, 
Shoots Himself to Death at the Louisville 
Hotel—His Letter to His Wife. 


CAUSES WHICH PROMPTED THE DEED. 


Last evening, at 5:45 o’clock, a tall, 
well-dressed man hurriedly walked out of 
the bar of the Louisville Hotel, and, going 
up to the desk, asked the clerk to join bitn in 
a drink. The man seemed excited aud slight¬ 
ly intoxicated. The clerk declined. Tbo 
stranger then nervously took off his bat, 
laid it on the de>k in front of him, stared at 
the clerk, and. muttering to himself, started 
toward the door. He walked a few stupe, 
and then reaching bis band back into bis hip 
pocket drew out a pistol, placed the muzzle 
behind his ear and pulled the trigger. Tin re 
was au explosion, and the stranger threw* 
his arms wildly about bis head and fell to 
the floor. When people rushed up to him he 
was dead. Dr. George W. Griffith* was 
sent for, but tbu man was beyond 
nil help. He was earned into 
the porter's room, anil a curious 
crowd gattnred alout. The} dead rnau was 
identified as Taylor P. Welle, a rifer pilot, 
w ho bus beon ou a protracted spree iu this 
city for some day*. He come hero from St. 
Louis two weeks ago with the Jennie Camp¬ 
bell and barges, and has been drinking 
heavily ever »ince. A Coroner’s inquest was 
hold and additional facts were developed. 
Well* was fifty-five years of age and leaves 
a wife and several children in Newport, 
Ky. Ou uis person wa** found a letter to his 
wife. The paper was blotted aud the hand¬ 
writing almost illegible. The following is a 
copy of the letter: 

LoUtavtLUB, KV., Fob. 20. — My Dear Wife and 
Babies: J4y U»f in tills, and in my opinion there 
is no liiv after this. 1 am * weak and unkind 
hutbaud and father. It Ium been my fault, but 
not my wish. I want to say in this my last mo 
ment, I proclaim to th«» world that I dearly love 
n»> darling wile aud children. I want U dis¬ 
tinctly understood that my death has been di¬ 
rectly and indirectly brought about by K. Cl. 
Nlunkle's unkind suit inhuman treatment of me, 
rhich 1 never nvt tdni any oause. He has 
made myself and family pauper* 1 can not 
Work through tins vilhfyloe, cons-quenUy lean 
u«*t ftupport my family. 1 havo bougnt a pistol 
w ith tu« lust $N bill i nave In the woill. «• d lu a 
f » itihiuie* i ahull end a i. tespeut life w.lu It. 
U Is tnv dv.og request that some one of ihe mem- 
b*r* of my darlmg family will 

shoot that dirty, unprincipled scoundrel 

to rough the h-ari witu tuts nine wislol 
that 1 cud this miserable, misspent lite with. I 
never gave bitn any cattse to tr%*a: me In the 
manner that ht ha* Don’t believe anything In’* 
nays a/n*r 1 am ueud and g«me, for he is the most 
unmitigated, unprincipled liar Mid scoundrel 
that I e<rer met. 1 waul the public to know that 
in v wife is a ladv in every sense of the word— 
virtuous aud good-tempered, not estrava* 
gam My darling children are good and kind 
hearted children. It seems like a fate had scut 
me hero to commit this terrible deed. You will 
remember. Julia, that we spent all or a part of 
our honeymoon here. K is fitting that 1 take 
toy diMigreeable tlep*riure from this point. 
This D ail Forgive me. forgive, forgive me 1 
pray you. Good by to all. 

The letter was not signed. The wildness 
and iucobereiicy of tbo language showed 
that the v» riter was either under the influ¬ 
ence of strong drink or was insane. The be¬ 
ginning of another hgler was found: 

Ix>ciHVJU.r.. ICv., 20.—Door Fannie: I wrote 
to you yesterday, but tor fear the baggage to 
whom I gave • • • • • 

A hack-driver testified that Sunday ho 
drovo Wells to Budke's saloon, and that 
Wells there n-knd him where he cottld buy a 
pistol. Other* testified to his immoderate 
drinking. Col. Will 8. Hays say* that Wells 
cume to him Monday. Ho*knew Wells, and 
loaned him $2. Wells seemed to be drinking 
heavily. Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock 
Wells enme to him. and, after talking inco¬ 
herently about hi* troubles, said. ”1 am 
going to kill myself before to-morrow. W Ul 
you give urn a good MMul-oiTf” Col. Hays 
prorol-ed him be would, and Well* left. 

Wells has been a river pilot for many }*cnrs, 
aud was regarded as one of the l»fct 
pilots on the river. He was gener¬ 
ous. impulsive, warm-hearted aud kiud. 
Drunk or sober, he always acted like a 
gentleman, and bad many friends 

The K. G. Sbinkle to whom he alludes in 
his letter b the Lnwident of the Idiots’ Asso¬ 
ciation. It is his duty to sever the relations 
of pilots with the association for drinking or 
other fault. It is thought that perhaps Shin- 
kle was the cause of Wells leaving the asso¬ 
ciation. This, of course, is only surmise, 
but this would account for the bitter lan¬ 
guage of Wells’ loiter. 

The pistol with which Wells killed himself 
is a double action bull dog, caliber 38 Dr. 
Miller telegraphed to the dead man’s people 
lost night. His body will be shipped to New¬ 
port to-dny. There was only $-1 03 found 
on Wells' person, and some receipts showing 
i that he bad seat his wife money from St. 
i Louis. 


Mr. lirorir Dccrlng Dead. 

Mr. George Doer mg, for years one of the 
most active business men of I/misrUle, died 
at his residence in Wilkes’ Block at b o’clock 
yesterday morning after an illness of three 
months' duration. At first bis ruaiady was 
not considered serious lu its character, but 
other complications intervened, and his 
death has been expected for several day* 
In his business relations be was exceedingly 
popular, and was a prominent mover in 
many public cnteiprises. To his por»i*tent. 
industry the city is indebted for the ObUb* 
lbhmeut of a Board of Trade, and his death 
; bn* c*>t a shadow over that entire organiza¬ 
tion. For a number of mri he was a 
member of the firm of Hunter, Dceriug & 
Co., but recently he lias been ideal died w ith 
the I<oui*vdIe Car-wheel Company. As » 

' member of the Traunuurtatiou Committee of 
the Board of Trade, he was noted for his 
ability in solving the complex question of 
frrlghts, and rendered valuable aid to the 
busm«**s of the city, and long after hi* body 
is laid to rest his btndne^s neighbor* will con¬ 
tinue to roap the fruits of his labor*. 

He w as a zealous member of thr* Fifth and 
Walnut-streets Methodist church, and 
through all of his intercourse w ith hi* fellow- 
men his acts couforiuod to his religious pro¬ 
fessions. Tho Transportation Committee 
held a meeting la t night to give expression 
to the high regard entertained for their de¬ 
parted iMociato, w hich will be found iu the 
resolutions published below.

THE OVERHILL SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The School Board held a called meeting 
ast night, with President Cochran in the 
ebair, and the following members present:

Mr. Crawford stated that he intended to 
offer a resolution if there had be<*n a quorum 
present, and wanted au expression of opin¬ 
ion upon it. 

The resolution was as follow*: 

Resolved. That the operation of rule 7. page 
28. and of **cUou M. page 1*. of the M «nuai hv 
suspended I rout Feb. 4 to ALich d inclusive. 

The above rule* in tuo Manual say that 
whenever the attendance fail- l*»iow whet 
the Law £ requires, for tw o * * eks, tt at enough 
of the teachers mutt be dropped to make up 
this deficiency. He stated that five of the 
schools were uuder water, and the weather 
had been so bad that the attendance was 
necessarily small. All of tbo members prrs- 
eut announced that they would be iu favor 
of suspending the two rules. 

THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

Dr. Trunnell offered the following in re¬ 
gard to the Normal Schools:

Maj. Davis said that he would have to 
consider this umtiar. He undeintood that a 
bill would be introduced in the Legislature, 
providing lor the establishment of a uormnl 
school in every Congrussional district in the 
State, if such a bill should pu*s this one 
* would be uneiess. He did not Ihiuk liiat it 
would lie pro}>er to take away the right from 
the different «*ouuties to exnmiue all appli¬ 
cants for positions a« teachers. If the grad¬ 
uate* had a certificate from the normal 
school they should certainly be able to f*»ss 
an examination. He aLo stated that num¬ 
bers of portions passed through the school 
w ho were uot competent, and should bo ex¬ 
amined before thev were allowed to tench. 

Dr. Godshaw thought that if a certificate 
from tho normal cubool was uot no evidence 
of competency, it should be made so. 

Dr. Trunnell thought that a graduate, as a 
teacher, w|»-. h©iil a certificate should he al¬ 
lowed to teach in ant part of tbu State. A 
graduate in law or medicine was allowed to 
practice bis pi t f eat fo n m any part of the 
State, and a f .uor f>h«mid certainly have 
tbe -ame pnviicg 

The meeitug iu«n adjourned Action will 
be taken ou the matter at tbe next mveling.
